Judge Chetlain at Midnight 
Finds Grounds for Doubt. 


(HANGED SINCE SENTENCED 


Witnesses Believe He Has Recently 
Become Crazy.

Judge Chetlain of the Superior Court last 
night granted Patrick Eugene Prendergast, 
murderer of Mayor Carter H. Harrison, a 


a fourteen days’ lease of life, postponing the exe- 
-.gution which was to have taken place at noon 


foday until Friday, April 6. He announced 
his decision shortly before midnight when, 
for over three hours, he had been listening to 
evidence introduced in proceedings instituted 
to inquire into the assassin’s sanity. Tomor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock a jury will be im- 
ed and will decide whether or no Pren- 
dergast has become mentally unbalanced since 
convicted of the murder of Mayor Harrison. 

Judge Chetiain in rendering his decision 
paid : 

“The case as it now stands isthis: The 
State is ready to impanel the jury; they con- 
cede that right to the defendant, and that 
might only be considered sufficient grounds 
to grant astay of proceedings. The court,

notwithstanding, required some _ evidence 
more conclusive than the-petition which has 
been read to the court, to make out a prima- 
facie case, that the defendent had become in- 
gane after the judgment had been pronounced 


and before the sentence was executed. 


“The question is not one of the guilt or of 


_thesanity of the defendant at the time of 


the offense, neither had the -previous trial any 
bearing on the present case. All that has 
been passed upon. He was found sane by a 
jury and sentenced. Now this court has the 
power to impanel the jury and have,that issue

parent that such trial could not be con-

“The court is satisfied that from the au- 


thorities submitted to it, and from the com- | 


mon law alone, that it has power to prolong 
the time which has already been set to elapse 
between the imposing of the sentence and his 
execution. If the case has been made out 
ean it be said that this court can be compelled 


- hastily to enter upon the trial to determine 


this prisoner’s sanity? I think not. The 


- question of the .defendant’s guilt has been 


settled irrevocably. The question now is 
should the court prolong the time to enable 
the defendant to avail himself of time in 
which to show cause why sentence should not 
be executed upon him. 

_“™ The next question is, has sufficient cause 
been shown why this court should prolong 
the tame? There has been submitted to this 
court an aftidavit, and two witnesses have 
come here to testify that the defendant has 
become insane since sentence was pronounced 
upon him. One of the witnesses was a med- 
jeal man, an expert upon insanity. 
He says that he has rioticed a change in 


_ the defendant since the day he was sentenced.

Another witness who has inet and seen the de- 
fendant at various times also says that he 
finds him much changed since the sentence. 


- He also testified that at the time the crime 


was committed he believed the defendant to 
be perfectly responsible. Since then he has 
reasons to change his opinion.

STAY OF EXECUTION Is ORDERED, 


Judge Chetlain Impressed by Testimony as 
to the Prisoner’s Condition. 

Judge Chetlain commencedl the inquiry into 
Prendergast’s sanity at 8 o’clock in the Crim- 
inal Court Building on the North Side. | Hun- 
dreds of people pressed around the door of 
the court-room begging for admission; but a 
detail of police stood on the steps and kept 
them back. Only those having some connec- 
tion with the trial in an official capacity, law- 
yers, friends of the prisoner, and a number of 
special guests, principally’ veniremen, were 
permnitted to enter. Everybody wondered 
whether the defendant would be brought in. 
There was considerable delay because the 
State’s-Attorney was not fully prepared. As- 
sistant State’s-Attorney Bottom begged the 
indulgence of the court, saying that he “ had 
been called into this matter from the dinner 
table and wished to become a little better 
posted before proceeding.”’ 

The space inside the rail reserved for law- 
yers was filled with several representatives of 
that profession and other prominent people. 
Among those present were: Ex-Mayor Wash- 
burne, Inspector Shea, Dr. 'Spry, Kate Kane, 
Father Dore, and Chamberlain Muldoon. 
Prendergast’s mother. trembling with grief 
and ‘bent with sorrow, and John Prendergast, 
brother of the condemned man, occupied 
seats just inside the bar. Mrs. Knight sat dn 
the bench behind Judge Chetlain. 

At 8:50 o’clock the side door next ‘to the 
jail opened and Jailer Morris entered with the 
prisoner. There was a rustling movement all 
over the court-room, Spectators on the 
benches arose to their feet and craned their 
necks to get a sight of the man whose life was 
hanging in the balance. He was marched up 
the aisle and seated at the end of the passage- 
way back of the jury box. His face was 
flushed, his eyes blinked. and he looked 
around, but seemed to have no accurate esti- 
mation of the character of the scene before 
him or the nature of the proceedings in which 
he formed the central figure. The same sul- 
len'expression, the same wild casting of the 
eyes sharply from point to point in the court- 
room characterized his appearance. His 
hands convulsivély grasped a red handker- 
chief with which from time to time he wiped 
his perspiring brow. 

Witnesses Called and Examined. 

** Are you ready to proceed?’’ inquired the 
Judge. = 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Todd replied: 
**Weare ready, if your Honor decides that 
the affidavit presented is sufficient to call fdr 
a rehearing as to the question of this man’s 
insanity.”’ 

The court then stated that unless the attor- 
neys for the defendant could produce further 


evidence, showing that the insanity of 
Patrick Eugene Prendergast should be 
inquired into than that of the 


affidavit of his brother, John Prendergast, 
that the motion for a jury would be overruled. 


Thereupon Attorney S. S.. Gregory gave no- 


tice that a few witnesses would be examined, 
and asked W. H. Bain to take the stand. 

, Mr. Bottum raised an objection to Dr. Bain 
testifying on the ground ‘that he had been a 


witness in the trial of Prendergast, and that 
not whether the 


the point raised now was 
prisoner was sane or insane at the time he as- 
sassinated Mayor Harrison, but whether he 
has become insane since. But the court over- 
ruled the objection and said the evidence 
might be heard, 

In answer then to the questions of Attorney 
Gregory, Dr. Bain said that he saw Prender- 
gast in the jail a few days before his trial and 


during the trial, also that he had seen and: 


talked with him for twenty minutes during 
the evening before coming into the court- 
room, Attorney Essex and Dr. Tracy were 
present at the time. He said that Prender- 
gast talked incoherently on the subject of 
track elevation, stating that Mayor Harrison 
was the only man who stood in the way of the 
tracks being elevated. And that had he been 
appointed Corporation Counsel, he would 
have seen to it that they were elevated. 
*“*Then he changed his conversation,” con- 
tinued the witness, *“*to the subject of re- 
ligion, ana talked about how the Savior was 
treated on Good Friday. He fold us how

many cuts and bruises the Savior recived 

that day and how many drops of blood he 

lost. It was an irrational and incoherent 

conversation. I think the man is insane.” 
Prisoner a Paranoic. 

‘‘Has your opinion changed any regarding 
Prendergast’s mental condition since you testi- 
fied atthe trial?’ inquired State’s-Attorney 
Todd in opening the cross-examination. 

‘‘ It has not,’’ replied the witness. 

‘‘Have you ever treated a paranoic?”’ 

‘Yes, Ihave, in Canada. A paranoic isa 
person who has delusions on some subject. | 
mean by that, fixed delusions. In Prender- 
gast’s case I find that he has two, one on the 
subject of track elevation and one on religion. 
l saw him a few days before his trial the first 
time and came to the conclusion then 
that he was insane. Religion, I  be- 
lieve, is his principal delusion. When [| 


saw him tonight he was more nervous than on 


former occasions; that was about the only 
change I noticed in his condition. He seemed 
to be affected with twitching and quick turn- 
ing of the head.”’ 

‘Is twitching an indication of insanity?” 
asked Mr. Todd. 

** Well, no, I can hardly say that it is,” re- 
plied the witness. ‘I pronounced him a 
paranoic at first and would not pronounce 
him different now.” 

Mr. Todd moved that the testimony of Dr. 
Bain be excluded on the ground, as he stated, 
that it did not come within the provisions of 
the statutes. But the court overruled his mo- 
tion and said: ** Let the evidence stand.” 

Attorney Gregory asked the witness whether 
he had noticed any change in the coherency 
of Prendergast’s speech, to which he replied 
that it was iess coherent than formerly. 

Dr. Everett T. Tracy, a young man who 
said he had been practicing medicine three 
years, was the second witness called. He had 
never seen Prendergast until he saw him in 
the County Jail last evening, when he went 
there along with Attorney Essex and Dr. 


Bain to get an estimate of his condition. In 


reply to the direct examination of Mr. Greg- 
ory the witness said: “I should say we

“Well, his talk was disconnected, and inco- 
herent, and rambling.”’ 

“And you gay that he talked to you about 
track elevation and of other things, as well as 
of religion? ‘Tell the Court what he said.”’ : 

The witness then repeated all that he had 


gone over, and among other things stated that 


Mr. Essex had asked Prendergast if he knew 
Father McGlynn was in town. He said he 
did not, and expressed surprise that Father 
McGlynn had not ealled tosee him if he was 
in the city. In this expression the witness 
claimed to detect strong evidence of an un- 
balanced mind, as showing that the man con- 
siders himself to be of a much higher stand- 
ing than he really is, 

Thereafter Attorney Bottum entered into a 
long and tedious controversy with the witness 
as to the meaning of the term paranoic. » The 
witness explained that a person thus affected 
labored under one chief delusion, speaking 
incoherently and bringing in achain of small- 
er delusions. Hesaid that previous to the 
discovery of this word monomaniac wag the 
term used. “I asked the prisoner if he 
thought himself justified in doing what he 
did, and Dr. Bain talked te him on the subject 
of religion.”’ 

The further cross-examination of this wit- 
ness was, directed by Mr. Bottum in an ef- 
fort to bring him out in ajrecital of the exact 
language used by the prisoner in his talk. 

Father John Dore of the Holy Name Ca- 
thedral was sworn and testified: ‘I have 
known Prendergast ever since the murder and 
have seen him eight or ten times, I talked 
with him on religious subjects, the last time 
last Tuesday. Prendergast said he was in jail 
for doing his duty. Sometimes he was rational 
and sometimes clearly irrawonal. I noticed a 
difference in him after the sentence, and he 
not only turned against me, but wrote mea 
letter excommunicating me from the church 
unless I would come to him and confess my 
sins.”’ 

On the cross-examination witness said: “ I

‘only came to the conclusion that Prendergast 


was insane sinee the trial. Previous to that 
I thought he whs unbalanced, but responsible 
for his actions, He wrote me another letter 
objecting to hdving Mr. Darrow on his case 
because he was an unbeliever. On one occa- 
sion he called me brother, but refused tu call 
me father, because we had only one father, 
and he was in heaven.”’ 
Jury Inquiry Granted. 

At this point Mr. Gregory stated that he 
thought the evidence submitted afforded a 
prima facie proof of the prisoner’s insanity: 

Judge Chet!lain said he agreed with him, and 
thatastwo of the witnesses had noticed a 
change in the prisoner gince sentence, he felt 
justified in im’paneling a iury for a more 
thorough @xamination. Mr. Gregory then 
followed up his advantage by making an im- 
passioned appeal fora stay of execution and 
a postponement of the jury trial until today. 
He said it would be impossible to conclude 
the hearing before the hour of execution, and 
it would be shocking and inhuman. to 
permit the prisoner to be dragged from the 
halls of justice in the very midst of such an 
inquiry and hurried to the gallows. In addi- 
tion to this he enumerated the insuperable 
difficulties in the way of conducting such a 
trial during the night. Court, counsel, jury, 
and witnesses would all be fagged out, and 
the difficulty of producing and retaining wit- 
nesses made it folly to attempt it. 

He was answered by Mr. Bottum and 
Mr. Todd, who made brief addresses, and 
Mr. Harlan added a few earnest words on 
what he called the ineffaceable shame to the 
community of conducting such an inquiry in 
sucha hurried and unmerciful manner. Mr. 
Bottum spoke again without producing any 
new point and without showing any excessive 
anxiety to persuade the court. The court 
turned the current of his remarks by 
asking ~him how he understood See, 
499 of the Criminal (Code. He could only 
say that he had. always been accustomed to 
consider it as referring to the Supreme Court. 
and still hedid not feel warranted in dog- 
matizing about it. 

Mr, Bottum seemed greatly to impress 
Judge Chetlain, who expressed sympathy with 
his views and called on Mr. Gregory to answer 
him, Mr. Gregory said that it was so simple

that it was difficult to argue it, but then pro- 

ceeded to an elaborate analysis of the section 

in refutation of Mr. Bottum’s theory, 
Arguing for a Stay. 

“‘T claim the right to interfere inheres in 
a court to exercise the power, a corrective 
power, over its own processes,”’ said Attorney 
Gregory. ' 

‘**We can scarcely get started on this case 
before the time set for the execution. This 
proceeding is brought under the: conditions 
that the framers of the laws of the S‘ate saw 
might arise. Itisopento the defendant on 
making a primua-facie case. I know of 
no reason why the exercise of the 
court of its power in this case should 
cause any hardship. It is obvious that there 
could not bea trial with due regara to the 
importance of the case between this time and 
the hour set for the execution. I ask for time 
fora full hearing. It is a most unseemly and 
unjust administration of justice if the pris- 
oner He snatched from the court and bundled 
away to execution. I ask that time be grant- 
ed fora full and complete hearing into his 
mental condition.”’ 3 

The Court—Inasmueh as there is consid. 
erable time between this hour and the time 
set for the execution, and because the jury is 
here ready to be impaneled, I see no reason 
why we should not proceed with the hearing 
of the case. The question of the guilt of the 
prisoner has been passed on. It remains to 


be ascertained as to whether at the time of 
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paneling of the jury the prisoner is in- 
ne. I see no reason!why we should not pro- 
ceed with the hearing. 

Attorney Gregory—Some of our witnesses 
we cannot produce tonight. Many of them 
are not here, some are in bed; it would bea 
hardship to ask us to go to trial now without 
having the benefit of all our witnesses, 

State’s-Attorney Bottum—Officers are here 
to serve processes. 

Attorney Gregory—Will you agree to intro- 
duce the transcript of the other trial? 

State’s-Attorney Bottum—That would not 
be competent. ‘he hearing must be as to the 
condition of the prisoner at the time this jury 
hears the case. 

Attorney Gregory—We want to show the 


‘* Nothing.”’ Immediately on leaving the 
court-room he was taken to his old cell in 
the jail. As a result of the court’s action 
Higgins’ long-expressed wish will be gratified. 
He will hang alone. 

The veniremen summoned were» instructed 
to return{to the court tomorrow morning, when

we want a decision as to whether he was in- 
sane at that time. 

Attorney Elliott Argues for a Stay. 

From his seat in the jury box Attorney W. 
S. Elliott arose and faced the court: “I 
would like to say something in this matter,”’ 
he said. ) 

‘* For whom does this gentleman. appear? 
for the defendant?”’ asked Mr. Bottum. 

‘* Yes, for the defendant,”’ replied Attorney 
Elliott. and continued: ‘* Just suppose we 
turn from this midnight to that 11 o'clock to- 
morrow morning—to the time of execu- 
tion. The sandbags which are to drop 
the souls to eternity are ready, the trap-door 
yawns for its prize, but if then at 11 o’clock, 
at the last second that man becomes a maniac 
the law says that he shall not be executed, It 
has now to be determined whether the de- 
fendant is insane or not. That thing cannot 
be decided between the hours of midnight 
and 11 o’elock. It cannot be decided in the 
presence of the noose, To%determine this 
question we must have a jury.” 

Mr. Elliott then madea plea for an exten- 
sion of time, andin contimuing said: ‘** You 
can’t choose such a jury as will be needed in 
this case in twenty-four hours. It would need 
tworor threespecial vemres. It thay take an 
hour to examine one single man. No lawyer can 
select a fair and impartial and unprejudiced 
jury between now and 11 o'clock.” The at- 
torney then at some length drew attention to 
the evidence which had just been 
given as to Prendergast’s insanity. He 
declared that Prendergast was a maniac, and, 
pointing his finger at the defendant, asked if 
it was right to hang a jibbering idiot like 
that. He declared there was in Chicago a 
widespread doubt as to the sanity of the pris- 
oner and declared no less than nine Judges 
had said they befieved the defendant to be 
insane. He again pleaded for time and char- 
acterized the proceedings as a midnight 
orgie. 

“Ifthis man isled to execution tomorrow 
morning,” he said, ** it will but recal) another 
morning when on Calvary’s hill another man 
was led to his death. And if he is led to his 
death will this court say, as said Pontius Pi- 
late of old: ‘I wash my hands of this man’s 
blood’? I say to you give this man a chance. 
Whatever is to be done in- this case let it be 
done temperately, with quietness, with dig- 
nity; let us have no unseemly haste,” 

Order of the Court. 

For some moments after Attorney Elliott's 
speech there was slight confusion. Attorneys 
Bottum and Todd were in close consultation. 
Judge Chetiain was busy with some jaw books, 
Prendergast sat against the wall stolid as 
ever. whilst Attorney Elliott leaned back in 
his chair with a satisfied smile, Then Judge 
Chetlain rapped for quiet and gave his opin- 
ion. Then the court asked the State if it had 
any suggestion to make as to the length of 
stay of proceedings. Attorney Bottum re- 
plied that he had not. Attorney Gregory, 
however, suggested that a stay of two weeks 
be granted. 

The order entered was as.follows; 

It appearing to the court from the petition filed 
herein this day of John Prendergast, and from 
evidence both oral and documentary heard in 
epen court, that a question has arisen as to 
whether or not the said defendant has be- 
come lunatic or insane since the judg- 
ment entered herein, and that gecod cause 
has been shown for prolonging the time set 
for the execution of the defendant herein by the 
said sentence and judgment of this court en- 
tered in said cause on the 25th of February, 1894, 
it is therefore, on motion of counsel for the de- 
fendant, ordered by the court that the time for 
the execution of the said sentence be and the 
same is hereby extended and prolonged to Fri- 
day, April 6, 1894, between the hours of 10 
o’clock a. m. and 2 o’clock p. m. on said last 
mentioned day. 

It was then decided that the inqifiry into 
Prendergast’s sanity should commence Sat- 
urday morning at 10 o’clock, - 

Judge Chetlain’s remarks were listened to 
with intense interest by every one in the court- 
room. Prendergast, with clean-shaven face 
and a calm and sensible demeanor, expressed 
brief remarks to those about him the keen 
satisfaction he felt at escaping the gallows. 

‘*Well, Prendergast, what do you think of 
it?’ the prisoner was asked. 

‘‘How can I help being pleased,” as he 
rubbed his hands nervously across his face. 
“It is no more than right, I thiuk, and I am 
giad of it.”’ 

‘**Do you remember saying yesterday that 
there was no justice in this world, What do 
you think of it now?’’ 

**T will take that all back,’ answered he. 
** All I care to say is that 1 am more than sat- 
isfied with the result. I am pretty well worn 
out with the worry of the thing, but a stay of 
this kind is well worth worrying about. Of 
course Iam glad that I gotit. I think it was 
no more than my due.”’ 

The Assassin Receives Congratulations. 

He was extremely nervous while talking, 
his limbs and face twitched convulsively, and 
he was evidently laboring under the excite- 
ment shared by everybody in the court-room. 
A large group of men crowded round the 

chair in which Prendergast was crouched and 
all were congratulating him and shaking 
hands with him on his narrow escape from 
the gallows, Just before thk6 prisoner was 
taken to the jail he was asked: ‘‘Is there any- 
thing you wish to say to the public through 
the papers?’ He was laughing and joking, 
but on hearing the question the expression of 
his face changed instantly. He turned to the 
questioner with a scowl and curtly answered:

strained to hold in the interest of justice and 
humanity that the defendant be given a quiet 
and thorough trial of the question of his san- 


ity, and to that end the time with- 
in which the sentence is to be 
executed is prolonged two weeks. It was 


apparent and was conceded by all the counsel 
that if a trial were entered upon to determine 
the sanity of the defendant it could not be 
finished before the time set for execution. I 
have no personal opifion. to express as to the 
sanity of Prendergast.”’ 

Mr. Gregory was perhaps as much gratified 
at the result as any one except the Prender- 
gast family. He spoke in terms of the great- 
est admiration of Judge Chetlain. «* But what 
else could he do?”’ he said. “The law is as 
plain as can be, and there was, perhaps, not a 
person in the room who did not believe 
Prendergast to be insane.”’ Mr. Harlan, 
Mr. Gregory’s partner, algo was visibly af- 
fected. Hesaid he had such a persuasion of 
the humanity and justice of Judge Chetlain’s 
decision that it gave him a higher opinion of 
the bench and of human nature to have him 
decide as he did. 

Assistant State’s-Attorney Bottum was more 
chary, and declared he had nothing to say. He 
did say, however, that it did not mortify him in 
the least to have the Judge decide as he did, 
as he had not the slightest ill-will to Prender- 
gast.

I shail know 
early in the morning just exactly what I in- 
tend to do, but until that time I cannot make 
a statement.”’ 


LAST EFFORT TO SAVE HIS LIFE. 


Inquiry by a Jury Ordered to Determine 
the Mental Condition of Prendergast. 


Soon after the United States Appellate 
Court announced its adverse decision, Attor- 
ney Gregory began to admit guardedly to the 
reporters who besieged his office that he was 
preparing to make a new effort to save Pren- 
dergast’s life. When he got ready to disclose 
its nature it turned out to be a legal proceed- 
ing that had never been resorted to in Cook 
County. This wasa proceeding for a post- 
ponement by the court of the date of the exe- 
cution on the ground that the convicted per- 
son had become insane since he was sen- 
tenced. 

Mr. Gregory was free to make the effort be- 
fore any of the Judges, and he vacillated 
somewhat in making his choice, His first ap- 
plication was to Judge Chetlain, but as he 
was extremely busy Judge Baker was 
applied to. In the meanwhile, before Judge 
Baker got at leisure, Judge Chetlain was un- 
occupied. At 4 o'clock therefore Mr. Gregory 
appeared before him, on the North Side, with 
his novel motion. As it was all unforeseen 
there was only the usual crowd of people in 


the court-room. 

When everything was ready Mr. Gregory 
caused his clerk to read to the court, as the 
basis of His motion, the following affidavit: 

In the Criminal Court of Cook County—The 
People of the State of Lilinois vs. Patrick Eu- 
gene Prendergast. State of Illinois, County of 
Cook, ss.: John Prendergast of the City of ¢ hi- 
cago, in said county, being first duly sworn, doth 
depose and say that he is the brother of the 
above named defendant and that, as appears by 
the record in this cause, copy of which, or as 
much thereof as may be necessary, 18 ready to 
be produced on the hearing of the motion 
based on this affidavit, the defendant was on the

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An Entire Block in the Business Center 
Threatened for a Time. 

Denver, Colo., March 
Fire broke out at 6:30 o'clock in the Cham- 
pa Block on Champa street, near Six- 
teenth street. This building is in 
the business center of the city, and 
the flames spread 80 rapidiy that 
for a time it seemed as if the entire block 
bounded by Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Curtis, and 
Champa streets would be destroyed. In half 
an hour the interier of the building was de- 


stroyed and the walls feli. The fire 
spread to the St. James Hotel. 
just back of the Champa = Build-

The St. James hotel. was saved only by 
desperate work, and. the guests were gotten 
out .witheut. great excitement.

RECOVERS TITLE TO HIS PROPERTY. 


G, W. L. Curtis Has His Sister Discharged 
as a Trustee. 

New York, March 22.—[Special.]—The 
Marquise de Talleyrand-Perigord has for 
more than thirteen years had charge, as 
trustee, of the property belonging to her 
brother, George Washington Lewis Curtis. 
The trust was terminated today by a decree 
signed by Justice O’Brien of the Supreme Court 
on the recommendation of Referee Somerville 
P. Tuck, Mr. Curtis has brought suit to re- 
cover title to his property, and his sister, the 
Marquise, offered no opposition, her only-de- 
sire being to have the protection of a formal 
decree of the court. The property invoived 
consists in au interest in the estates of John 


Beers, Mr. Curtis’ grandfather, 
and of Elizabeth Ogden Giles, his 
randmother. The facts in the case are that 


Mr. Curtis, through excessive indulgence in 
drink, was incapacitated from managing his 
own affairs in 1889. He wasat the time in 
Trouville, a fashionable watering-place on the 
Normandy coast. He has exhausted his in- 
come and contracted many debts, which 
he had no means to pay. He 
wished to return to the United States and 
had to get money to pay his board bill and 
his passage. From the executors of the Giles 
estate he could get no advances, so he applied 
to his sister, who lives in Paris. She sent 
word she would do nothing for him uuless he 
signed a paper which she would send him. 
He consented, and Jan. 3, 1891, 
he went to Havre, accompanied by the 
Trouville landlord, to whom he was indebted, 
and signed the documentin the presence of 
the United States Consul. He then got money 
and came to New York. As the deed of trust 
was made to cover Mr. Curtis’ lifetime, when 
he imagined that it was revocable at will, tne 
referee holds that it is voidabie.

Thomas T. Tuite Arrested in New Yorke 
Took $15,000 While City Treasurer.

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| NO HOPE FOR THE STEAMER APOLLO. 


Belief That It Was Lost Strengthened by 
Later Reporta, 

New York, March 22.—[Special.]—The be- 
lief that the steamer Apollo of the Wilson 
line, which left this port Feb. 11 for 
AntWerp, is lost was strengthened today 
by the statement made by Capt. O’Hagan 
of the steamer British King. The latter ves- 
sel arrived this morning from Marseilles, 
Capt. O’Hagan stated that he selected a 
southerly course because of the great fields of 
ice encountered by other vessels.

It was not long 
ufterthe departure of the Apollo that the first 
of these stories was brought to this side, and 
immediately following came others to corrob- 
orate it.

Senator Turner this morning. The telegram 
was delayed and the time was getting short. 
Meantime the Democrats had offered another 
bill as a substitute and the Secretary was read- 
ing it. Togain time word was sent to the 
Secretary to read slowly.. He obeyed, and just 
ashe had finished reading, the important 
document arrived. It was a strong appeal to 
Senator Turner to vote for the bill and was 
signed by the’ Mayor of Marshalitown and 
sixty-three other prominent business-men of 
that city. The Senator said he was glad to get 
the dispatch, as it gave him the backing 
he wanted. Thesametime & note from a 
State officer in high position was handed to 
him. It read: **Cometothe rescue of the 
Republican party. Your vote is now 
needed.”” When his name was called he 
voted ** Aye,” and so the bill was passed. 
Senator Waterman moved that the vote by 
which it passed be reconsidered, and Senator 
Funk moved that the motion to reconsider be 
laid on the table, and so the measure was 
omg beyond any chance for being called 
mack. 
Democrats Filibuster. 

When the Democratic bill was offered ae a 
substitute there was filibustering on the part 
of the Democrats assisted by Senator Finn. 
The vote by which the Carpenter biil. was de- 
feated was reconsidered by a vote of 28 to 20 
and the House bill bad been substituted. 
Then Keiley offered the “Democratic sub- 
stitute bill and it was read. At the closing of 
the reading both Senaters Funk and Kelly 
were on their feet asking recognition. The 
President recognized Senator Funk and he 
moved the previous question to bring the 
Democratic bill to a vote without discussion. 

Senator Kelley protested that the Demo- 

crats wanted totalk and Finn agreed with 
him and urged that the Democrats be allowed 
to discuss their bill. The Republicans real- 
ized the danger of delay and stwod firm. Perry 
(Dem.) asked Senator Funk if the Repub- 
lican party could afford to deny the minority 
the right to discuss these measures. Funk 
replied: ‘** I think under the present circum- 
stances we can.”’ 
The previous question was then put and 
carried by a vote of 31 to 18. The Demo- 
crats’ substitute was next defeated by 
a strict party vote of 16 to 34. The House 
bill was then read a third time, when 
Kelly raised the point of order that the bill 
couid only be engrossed today and reada 
third time tomorrow. Senator Finn support- 
ed the point, but the President ruled that 
House bills are considered engrossed when 
they tome to the Senate, and, as it had been 
read a first and second time yesterday, it 
could be placed upon its passage at once. 
This stopped the filibustermg, and the roll 
call was ordered on the bill. When the re- 
quired twenty-six votes were received the an- 
nouncement was greeted ‘with applause. A 
few moments luter the Senate adjourned until 
afternoon. 


Caucus on Resubmission Resolution, 


At the close of the afternoon session a cau- 
cus of Republican Senators was held for the 
purpose of considering the resubmiasion reso- 
lution passed by the House yesterday. There 
was considerable objection to the resolution, 
as it strives to put a statute into the Cunsti- 
tion. The caucus could not agree ona reso- 
lution and a committee consisting of Senators 
Cheshire, Chantry, Funk, Harmon, and Per- 
rin was appointed to report a resolution for 
passage. ‘There promises to be a lively fight 
over this question, for the Republican, mem- 
bers of the House favor the resolution as it 
passed that body and say they will stick to it. 
The mulct bill becomes a law when signed 
by the Governor and published. It is not en- 
tirely satisfactory, but is looked upon as the 
best that could be done under the circum- 
stances.

No longer’ enterprising capitalists be usury’s

As we go marching on. 

Ha ving conquered the foregoing the 
‘“‘army” attacked another spirited battle 
hymn, of which this is the chorus: 

After the march is over, 
After the first of May, 
After these bills are passed, child, 
Then we will have fair play; 
Many a heart will be happy, 
As to their homes they'll away. 
For we will have no interest on bonds, 
After the first of May. 
General Order No, 1, 


Then the army rested. 

Marshal Browne landed at the postoffice 
shortly before noon and announced that he 
would confer with the war correspondents at 
2p.m. As he had twospeaking engagements 
in the country he deferred the public reading 
of the mail until evening, giving out only 
‘**General Order No.1” and the following 
telegram : 

HazevtTon, Pa., March 22.--J. William Cassidy 
of Tomhicken has 100 men; P. H. Furri has 200; 
I have 300; have asked Governor for tents. Wire 
instructions. (Signed) W. Astor EVANS. 

The general ordér starts off like this: 

HEADQUARTERS OF THE COMMONWEAL OF 
CurRIst ON TO’ WASHINGTON.—The Marshal's 
Order No. 1.—Coxrana, O., March 22, 1804.— 
Brothers—Greeting: The first camp of the com- 
monweal will be struck Saturday morning, 
March 24, inthe City of Massillon, O., and the 
Marshals of all groups. communes, ‘committees, 
and cantons will please report to the undersigned 
in the headquarters tent. All such officers will 
please refrain from the use of the titles used by 
-nobocracy of the dispensation of ‘Gener- 
al.”” “Colonel,” “Captain,” “Lieutenant,” 
** Soldiers,’ and so on. 

Marshal Browne goes on at great length to 
say that this 1s a civic demonstration, and no- 
body must ** feel big’’ because of a little brief 
authority. He wants the pubiic to distinctly 
understand that certain disorders are gener- 
ally attendant upon all important movements, 
and that the movementitself must net be held 
morally responsible. He further says thata 
class of ** bummers ” exists that “ will try to 
get poor misguided creatures to join our 
ranks to sow discord and speak injudiciously, 
and, as at the haymarket, possibly be arrested 
by preconcerted arrangement with officers 
with bombs in their possession.’’ The con- 
clusion of the order follows: 

If there be any timid persons along our line of 
march who have become frightened by the press 
or adle-pated Mayors in Illinois—advised in in- 
terviews that we are Huns and vandals—dispel 
these fears. We have sufficient force promised 
us as to not be as much feared as a State militia 
regiment of bankers, clerks, and other scions of 
dudedom marchihg through the country. Your 
daughters are in no danger from us, and your 
silver and gold are as dross to men who believe 
in legal tender money of paper. ; 

The exercises of the day will consist of a meet- 
ing in the large tent at 1 o'clock p.m. While 
this meeting is going on those who wish to con- 
tribute to our commissary wagons can do so. The 
remainder of the day and evening will be spent 
in perfecting organization of the commonweal in 
the tent and ali who choose to spend the night 
will be welcome.

Mrs. Coxey Is Obdurate, 


Gen. Coxey is having considerable difficulty 
in securing an *“‘ angel of peace’’ designed to 
head the procession on a white ‘horse. It was 
his design to confer this distinction on his 
own daughter, a fair-haired girl in her teens, 
who isin the custody of Mr. Coxey’s first 
wife, who was divorced from him a few years 
ago. The child readily agreed to go, but the 
mother manifested extreme displeasure at the 
proposal. Diplomacy was attempted and the 
subjoined note in the writer’s best vein was 
handed to Mrs. Coxey this morning: 

MASSILLON, O., March 22, '94.—To Mrs. Carrie 
Coxey, Massillon, O.—My dear madame: I sent 
for Mamie last evening to see whether she would 
like togo on the marchto Washington as the 
Goddess of Peace. I can understand that you do 
not take much stock in this movement.* Of 
course this is not surprising when we take into 
consideration ,the ‘fact that the press of the 
country has tried hard to bring it into disrepute, 
but it has failed, and now the march will be the 
great event of the world, as it will usher in a new 
era of peace and good will to all. Am quite 
anxious to have Mamie lead the -procession as it 
will bring world-wide renown and fame to her. 
She can ride with me in the buggy between towns 
and not be in any danger for her safety. 1 will 
see that shejhas a comfortable place every night 
and hope that you will agree to this as it will be 
the best assurance tothe country at large that 
thisisa band of peace and notoneof destruc- 
tion. Then look atthe results it will be to suf. 
fering humanity. It will bring immediate relief 
to the patient and long suffering people. Hoping 
that you will grant the permission, as I must 
know at once in order to make the preparations, 
it will not be any expense to you to get her ready, 
yours, truly, J. S. Coxpy. 

In spite of the accurately drawn arguments 
of Mr. Coxey his former wife was obdurate. 
In short, she saidin plain words that she 
would prefer that her child should be shot 
dead than to set forth in the allegorical char- 
acter and costume conceived inthe brain of 
Marshal Browne. Incidentally she added that 
Mr. Coxey; was a man of inflexible will, per- 
sistent, obstinate, and sometimes blind. She 
said that he could be depended upon to go to 
Washington if he had to go on his knees, and 
in ‘this belief she is no doubt right. 

The GaFwood Quartet of Niles, Mich., 
promises to be here Sunday. The boys are 
not commonwealers in any sense, but they 
had an agent here today making traveling ar- 
rangements for them, and they intend to have 
a jolly good time. 

Twenty-five men who claim to be recruits 
to the Coxey army arrived in the city from 
the different railroads this morning. They 
scattered themselves over West Massillon beg- 
ging for food from door to door, relating 
stories of hardships endured during their ride 
to Massillon from distant cities on freight 
trains. The railroads have poured cold water 
on the enterprise by refusing to run Sunday 
excursions to Massillon. Coxey has arranged 
to run seven commissary wagons, which will 
be drawn by his own horses. He returned to. 
night from Pittsburg. 


Promise of Recruits Galore. 
The Commonweal mail was read off to the 


reporters late this evening. E. J. Morrell of , 


Livermore, Pa., promised to meet. the army 
at Pittsburg with from 800 to 1,000 recruits; 
13: 
recruits ; he will meet the army at A ll ong 
Sunday, com Wy steam canal boat George 
Ney, and G. B. Presley of Coiumbus said he 
would join the Commonweal March 25 with 
300 men, 16 to 20 horses, provisions for five 
days, and a fife and drum corps. 

A letter from Michigan City was opened 
and a check for a large amount fluttered out. 
Mr. Coxey quickly pocketed the letter and 
check until the latter would be verified. J. 
Simons Miller of Cleveland, writing for the 
unemployed of that city, said that he was 
authorized to promise 1,000 recruits for the 
army and had provisions for the march.

SENATOR KYLE APPROVES OF COXEY, 
He Thinks the Demonstration Wilb Have a 
Wholesome Effect. 

Wasutnaton, D.C., March 22.—[Special.]— 
Maps have been distributed among the Con- 
gressmen giving the route of Coxey’s com- 
monwealarmy. A. E. Redstone, the Califor- 
nia blatherskite, is filling the local papers 
with alleged particulars of the march. He 
seems to be lying pretty freely, for he says 
that Phil Armour has donated sixty barrels 
of mess pork and that other Western mer- 
chants have chipped in. The Pacific coast 
peopie who know Redstone laugh at his pre- 
tensions. Some of the Congressmen who 
do not know him take him seriously. 
One of these is Senator Kyle, the Pop- 
ulist Senator from South Dakota. Kyle is 
Chairman of the Committee on Education 
and Labor, to which the Coxey good roads 
bills, introduced by Senator Peffer, were re- 
ferred. He says the bills will receive prompt 
attention. Senator Kyle expects to look out 
of his committee-room May day and see 50,- 
000 of Coxey’s followers assembied.

CHICAGO’S QUOTA A SMALL ONE, 


So Far as Known It Will Consist Solely of

Chicago’s quota to Coxey’s army will . be 
small and unique. It will consist of several 
Chicago detectives. It is expected that many 
veteran and smooth crooks will be with the 
army. These detectives, selected for their 
wide knowledge of noted criminals, will work 
in connection witha few picked men from 
each of the large cities, all of whom will be 
supervised by Chief Roger O’Mara of Pitts- 
burg. .

MAY CALL OUT INDIANA MILITIA, 


Gov. Matthews Will Not Let Coxey’s Fol- 
lowers Cross His State... 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March 22.—[Special. } 
—There will be a;bloody battle if the north- 
western division of Gen. Coxey’s army at- 
tempts to cross the Indiana State line. Gov. 
Matthews today announced thatthe army 
shail never invade this State and that he will 
call out the State militia to preventit. If by 
a detour the army should dodge the military 
companies and enter Indiana territory rail- 
road trains will be pressed into service at 
once and the army overtaken.

Tucson, Ari., March 22.—The industrial 
army, 700 strong, arrived here yesterday and 
left this evening, The men were given all they 
wanted to eat by the city. They are orderly, 
and the reports to the effect that they have 


been pilfering at different points along the 
road in Arizona are believed here to be with- 
out foundation.

FOR AN INCREASE IN BALTIC TRADE, 


Vice-Consul for Denmark Perfecting Plans 
with Western American Firms. 

Thyge Soegaard, Vice-Consul for Denmark 
at Kansas City, Mo., was at the Grand Pacific 
yesterday. He has been at work for several 
months among the packers of Kansas City, 
Omaha, St. Louis, Chicago, and cotton plant- 
ers and shippers of the South, and has made 
arrangements which will result in an in- 
creased trade between this country and Den- 
mark, Sweden, and the other Baltic coun- 
tries. Heis now on his way to Copenhagen 
to make arrangements by which the products 
of the West may be shipped direct to that 
port. 

‘**Armour & Co. of Kansas City,’’ said Mr. 
Soegaard, “‘have already established an 
agency in Copenhagen for the sale of meats 
and oil which is used in the manufacture of 
butterine. Swift & Co. of this city have 
agreed to send an agent to investigate what 
can be done in the Baltic countries, Grant & 
Co., lard dealers, have also become interested, 
and many others whom I have seen and to 
whom I have pointed out the possibilities for 
business in the Baltic ports. Denmark is one 
of the great dairy countries ‘of Europe, and 
its butter brings‘ higher price in the Eu- 
ropean markets than that of any other 
country. Yet there is a great market 
in Denmark for oleo and Hix. products. 
This may’seem like a contradiction, but the 
truth is the people in the Baltic countries ex- 
port their dairy products and use butterine 
themselves. The same may be said of their 
beef, which commands a high pricein En- 
giand. They cannot afford to use their own 
products. They buy American products in 
large quantities in Liverpool, Havre, and 
Hamburg, and there is no reason why they 
should not buy direct from the American pro- 
ducer. [am gomg to Denmark, where I will 
exert myself to find firms who will receive 
American products direct, and I will have no 
trouble in making such arrangements, There 
are 130 cotton factories in the Baltic coun- 
tries which use the American cotton, yet fully 
one-half the supply is procured in Liverpool. 
At the great free port of Copenhagen a system 
of docks, warehouses, and grain eievators, es- 
tablished by the government, will be opened 
in a short time, and this will greatly facili- 
—— between the Baltic and this coun- 
ry.

BREOKINRIDGE’S TESTIMONY NOT TO 
BE GIVEN TILL NEXT WEEK. 


Miss Pollard Disappointed and Leaves the 
Court-Poom=—Many Depositions Read, 
the Purpose of the Defense Being to 
Show That the Plaintiff Has Lied About 
Her Age and That a Child Was Not 
Born to Her in the Norwood Convente 
Arguments to Be Heard Tomorrow. 
Wasurnaton, D. C., March 22.—([Special.] 
~—Reading depositions for the defense in the 
Pollard-Breckinridge case consumed the time 


pointment of a large crowd of spectators who 
were anxious to ree how the Kentucky Con- 
gressman would bear himself on the witness. 
stand. Incidentally it was stated that it might 
be severai days before the defendant would be 
called,and meanwhile his attorneys would 
content themselves with the submission of 
depositions. Nearly all of next week is likely 
to be thus consumed, and the case will proba- 
bly advance well into April before it is given 
to. the jury. Miss Pollard was present in 
court for a short time in the forenoon session, 
but when she learned that the defendant 
would not be calied she retired from the 
cham ber. 

There will be nothing more for the jury 
until Monday, as the court intends to observe 
Good Friday, and the session Saturday will be 
devoted to arguments over the admissibility 
of depositions to show that Miss Pollard had 
been intimate with other men than the de. 
fendant, to which the plaintiff has given 
notice of objections. | 

Judge Bradley has been the recipient since 
the commencement of this trial of an unusua!- 
ly large correspondence, ali concerning the 
case. Many letters come from religious peo- 
ple urging him in the interests of the morals 
of the community to exclude newspaper re- 
porters from the court, to do which the Judge 
says he has no power. One missive which has 
caused the Judge to smile was signed bya 
woman member of the bar, and suggested 
that since he had excluded all women from the 
court when Miss Poilard gave her testimony 
that the men should be disbarred and the 
women admitted when Col. Breckinridge 
takes the stand. 

The reading of depositions was taken up this 
morningpat the opening of court. The first 
deposition was that of Sister Augustine of the 
Norwood Convent Asylum, where Miss Pol- 
lard was first confined. This sister had 
been for years at the convent, did not recog- 
nize Miss Pollard, who had been at the con- 
vent, and said there never had been but one 
Louise Wilson there and she gave birth to a 
child there last fall. During the time Miss 
Pollard claimed to have been in the institu- 
tion there had been a young woman there 
veiled most of the time. 


Mr. Stoll Reveals a Secret. 


There was a rather unusual incident when 
Mr. Stoll read out the name of this young 
woman, who had claimed to be from a North- 
ern State, then apologized and explained to 
the court that the sister had only given the 
name under the condition that it was to be 
kept secret and not to be repeated. This sis- 
ter had been present at the interview in the 
convent between Miss Pollard, Attorneys Car- 
lisle and Johnson, and Sister Agnes, whose 
deposition was read yesterday. Sister Augus- 
tine also failed to recognize Miss Pollard. 

Her recollection of Miss Pollard’s expiana- 
tion of her motive for bringing the suit was 
that it would secure justice. The entries on 
the convent books under the name of Miss 
Burgoyne corresponded with the dates which 
Miss Pollard and Dr. Street had given of her 
admittance to the asylum, the birth of the 
child, and her departure. The name of the 
child on the record was Marie Gertrude 
Burgoyne. According to the recollection of 
the sister, Miss Burgoyne had visited the con- 
vent twice after the child was born. The 
child died in July, 1885. When Miss 
Pollard was told of this, the sister deposed, 
she had thrown up her hands and run from 
the room, but when she returned there were 
no evidences of grief in her face. 

When in the course of the deposition Attor- 
ney Stoll began to read testimony concerning 
the visit of one of Miss Pollard’s attorneys, 
Mr. Mallon, to the convent, Mr. Carlisle ob- 
jected to it as irrelevant, Mr. Stoll protested 
that he wanted to show that all facilities had 
been granted the plaintiff's representatives 
for securing information at the convent. Col. 
Shelby added that the attorney had gone in 
the capacity of an agent for Miss Pollard, 
therefore his acts were binding upon her, a 
construction of the relations of client and at- 
torney from which the Judge dissented, sus- 
taining the objection of Mr, Carlisle. It de- 
veloped that Attorney Mallon had examined 
the books of the convent and copied some of 
the entries, Judge Bradley admitting their 
statements of fact, but excluding the conver- 
sation which had taken place between the at- 
torney and the sister. 

Christmas Card in Evidence. 


The Christmas card which had been found 
between the leaves of one of the volumes of 
Washington Irving, given to the convent by 
Miss Pollard, was produced with this deposi- 
tion and displayed to the jury. It wasa large 
souvenir, six by eight inches, with fringed 
edges, on which was caught and pressed a 
faded rose. This card ig expected to play an 
important part in the case, as proof that Miss 
Pollard was confined in the convent, and the 
defense claims that when it was displayed by 
Miss Pollard, who averred that she had found 
it in the book, one corner was_ rolled up in a 
way impossible for a card that had been eight 
years pressed in a book. Sister Augustine, 
according to the deposition, had declared that 
the statue of St. Joseph in the convent had 
perfect eyes. Miss Pollard had recollected 
that one eye of the statue was out of line. 

The second deposition read’ by Attorney 
Stoll was by Lena Schmidt, who had _ been 
employed for eight years in the Norwood con- 
vent, who had no recollection of a woman in 
the convent in 1885 under the name of 
Louise Wilson and had never seen Madeline 
Pollard until last December. She had then 
been present at the interview between Sister 
Agnes and the plaintiff, but, as the former 
had testified, failed to identify Miss Pollard 
as one she had never seen. According to her 
remembrance Miss Pollard had said of her 
motive for the suit: ‘I did it for justice and 
to disgrace Mr. me em 

The deposition of Dr. W. E. De Courcey, 
physician at the Norwood convent, was ob- 
jected to by Mr. Carlisle on the ground of im- 
materiality, but admitted by the Judge. The 
physician.testified that he did not know Mad- 
eline Pollard or Louise Wilson, but there had 
been a girl in the convent named Wilson in 
1884 and 1885 whuse first name he did not 
remember and whose face he would not réc- 
ognize. He had looked over the books of the 
asyium and found no record of Louise Wil- 
son. At times a special physician attended 
patients at the hospital if tney so requested. 
One girl who gave birth to a child had her 
face veiled because she claimed that Dr. De 
Courcey knew her. There had been 500 chil- 
dren born at the asylum. Dr. De Courcey 
had not been cross-examined, 

Rhodes Did Not Pay Promptly. 

The deposition of O. G. Brown, President 
of Quinn Valley College, in Ohio, and son of 
the President of Wesleyan Seminary, which 
Miss Pollard had attended, was read. He was 
a young man in those years of Miss Pollard’s 
schooling, and from the records of the school 
testified that her bills had been paid by James 
C. Rhodes. One note by Rhodes for $120 
given in 1885 had been_ paid only in sinall 
part. The deponent had often visited Rhodes 
to press for payment, but the latter had 
begged off, representing that he was hard up, 
that the expenses were greater than he ex- 

ected, etc. 

. Conversations between Brown and Rhodes, 
testified to, were objected to by the plaintift’s 
attorneys and the objection sustained. The 
answer to the question concerning his under- 
standing of the relations between Miss Pol- 
lard and Mr. Rhodes were excluded also on 
the ground that the basis of that understand- 
ing was not given. An interesting question 
was raised over the admissibility of the testi- 
based on the records of 
the school kept by others than himself to 
show the attendance and absence of Miss Pol- 
lard, and this passage was excluded, the usual 
exception being noted. Mr. Brown remem- 
bered that in the spring of 1884 
Miss Pollard had left school to visit 
her home on account of the death of 
her sister, but there was also 
excluded on the ane gromnee. one Ray wy 
had been rsonally acquain w ol. 
Sakinriden remem bered that he had called 
at the school once. Muss Pollard had been in

Breckinridge Came Only Once, 


Brown had never heard anything of the re- 
lations between Miss Pollard and Prof. Over- 
meyer except in the letter to ‘“ Wessie 
Browa”’ that she (Miss Pollard) was con- 
sumed by an undying love fonhim. The wit- 
ness testified that according to his recollec- 
tion, based on his diary, Col. Breckinridge 
had not visited Miss Pollard Aug. 2, and had 
visited her oniy once. He had been criticised 
for permitting Miss Pollard to go riding with 
Mr. Breckinridge by those at school. 

In the cross-examination it developed that 
Miss Pollard had been considered at school 
** a very nice girl ’’ and “‘ a bright girl.’’ Mr. 
Brown in redirect examination declared that 
Miss Pollard was old enough when in school, 
and had sufficient general knowledge, to re- 
sist improper advances from aman., It was 
a part of the curriculum to teach girls what 
sort of treatinent they should expect from 
gentlemen. When this matter was to be gone 
into at further length Miss Pollard’s attor- 
neys objected, and Judge Bradley extluded it, 
remarking, ‘* that’s expert testimony,’’ there- 
by stirring a laugh. 

The depositica of Dr. U. B, Williams, who 
had lived in Bridgeport, Ky., in 1885, was ob- 
jected to, but admitted with the exception of 
one question and answer. In that year he had 
attended Miss Pollard, when she gave birth 
to a child. There were three other chil- 
dren, one of them a little tot, calied ‘* Mat- 
tie’ or ** Maddie,” and the child born then 
also was called “* Maddie,’’ 

Dr. J. Owen Robinson of Lexington, whose 
deposition was read, kn2w Miss Pollard, who 
impressed him as beyng between 16 and 17 
years old. More of what Judge Bradley con- 
sidered expert testimony was excluded. 

Before adjournment Attorney Carlisle gave 
notice that there would be objections inevita- 
ble to some of their depositions, and sug- 
gested that arguments be heard Saturday. 
Judge Wilson added that some of the ques- 
tions would make it necessary t6 refer to the 
depositions themselves, so that the presence 
of the jury would not be proper. With the 
understanding that if Mr. Butterworth is able 
to attend the arguments will be heard Satur- 
day morning, the court adjourned,

Wooster, O., March 21.—{Special Corresdond- 
ence.}|—John McSweeney, an attorney of this 
city, farnishes an incident going to show 
that “Congressman Breckinridge tried to 
keep his marriage to Mrs. Wing a secret 
just after the ceremony had been performed. 
Mr. McSweeney and his sister, who are 
old friends of Dr. J. R. Paxton, who officiated at 
the wedding, called at the Paxton residence just 
as Breckinridge and his bride were leaving. Dr. 
Paxton introduced a strange lady as “my cousin 
from Kentucky,” not giving her name, and laugh- 
ingly added that they had just “been having a 
little meeting in reference to reuniting the Pres- 
byterian Church North and South.”’ The lady 
was Mrs. Wing and the ceremony that united her 
to Col. Breckinridge had just taken place. Mr. 
McSweeney says he saw Col. Breckinridge kiss 
the strange lady. Several days later he was told 
of the marriage and admonished to keap it secret, 
as it was Col. Breckinridge’s wish. 


WORK ON ESQUIMALT FORTIFICATIONS. 


First Detachment of Royal Marine Artil- 
lery Reaches Montreal En Route. 

MonTREAL, Que., March 22.—[Special.]—A 
detuchment of Royal Marine artillery num- 
bering seventy-five arrived in Montreal today 
con route to Esquimalt, B. C., where on ar- 
rival they will set to work upon the new forti- 
fications upon which Great Britain has re- 
solved to spend $5.000,000. The work will 
occupy two years and will be carried to com- 
pletion with all secrecy. The small penin- 
sula between Esquimalt and Victoria Harbors 
is to be made impregnable to attack from the 
sea and practically so from the land, The 
fortifications are projected to extend from 
Point Macauley all the way to the head of 
Egquimalt Harbor, literally encircling the 
latter, its navy yard, imperial dry-dock, 
magazines, and storehouses. 
great tunnels will connect the pits and maga- 
zines. The guns will be worked on the ele- 
vator principle. At intervals trémendous 
wells are to be built in which will operate by 
hydraulic power and electricity large ele- 
vators, bringing from the ground batteries of 
artillery and crews to operate them, and sink- 
ing with men and guns back into the earth as 
soon as the guns have been fired. 


DOMINION CABINET CANNOT LONG EXIST. 


Wallate’s Orange Utterances Give Offense 
to Catholic Ministers. 

MontTreaL, Que., March 22.—[Speciél.]— 
More than one member of the Dominion Cab- 
inet is deeply offended by Clark Wallace’s 
utterances at an Orange dinner to the effect 
that he was personally deserving credit for 
having averted a Roman Catholic demonstra- 
tion in the Canadian Northwest. Wallace is 
Grand Master of the Orange Lodge of Cana- 
da, while Premier Thompson and several 
members of the Cabinet are Roman Catholics. 
The conditions are evidently accumulating 
for a serious political crisis arising out of the 
school question and kindred issues based upon 
religious prejudices. It is felt here that there 
are too many disturbing elements in the 
Canadian Cabinet for it to hold together long 
and that there will be another appeal to the 
country before many weeks.

STRAWBOARD OOMPANY DISPOSES OF 
INDIANA PLANTS. 


No Good Explanation of the Transaction 
Forthcoming = Diamond Match Stock 
Seld Duwn to 112<lt Was the Most 
Active Security on the ListeTransac. 
tions on the Chicago BoardeBank of 
England Kate Remains Unchanged= 
New York Market Fairly Strong. 


Local officers of the American Strawboard 
company are averse to any discussion of the 
company’s disposal of its plants at a number 
of Indiana towns. A Terre Haute, Ind., dis- 
patch printed’ in Tue Trisune yesterday 
morning contained the statement that the 
stawboard mills at Terre Haute, Kokomo, 
and Anderson had been leased by the Straw- 
board company to Crawford Fairbanks of 
Terre Haute, and that possession of the plants 
will be given so soon as an inventory can be 
made of the personal property. Two of these 
plants have been closed for a number of 
inonths, while the third, that at Anderson, 
has been in operation. The lessee is one of 
the directors of the Strawboard company, 
having been elected with George W. Webb of 
this city to fill vacancies left by the refusal of 
O. C, Barber and J. K. Robinson to serve as 
minority members on the directory. ‘The 
plant at Terre Haute was owned by a com- 
pany of which Mr. Fairbanks was President 
before it was acquired by the trust. 
The company is not inviting com- 
petition,, as from tigures brought 
out by Gen. Thomas at the 
last annual meeting, the company had _ too 
much opposition. The lease as reported would 
scarcely change conditions from an income point 
of view, and altogether the transaction was so 
peculiar that its announcement called forth con- 
siderable comment. General Manager Swintcn 
simply admitted that the three Indiana plants 
had been leased to Mr. Fairbanks for business 
reasons satisfactory to the directors. He said 
that the business as conducted by Mr, Fairbanks 
would be friendly to the main company and that 


the product of the Indiana mills might be han- 
dled through the trust. He refftised to go into

Local agents were in doubt yesterday over 


the meaning of the action of the Excepted 
Cities committee. The statement of what 
was neant and intended was made plain 
enough, but the agents were not prepared to 
accept it, because they were not ready to be- 
lieve that the union managers 'neant to show 
ther a favor. That is what the inadagers did, 
however, through the Excepted Cities com- 
mitjee, when they declared that union com- 
panies could have but three agents in the ter- 
ritory bounded by Chicago and Ashland ave- 
nues and Twenty-second street. The locals 
were. certain this meant an infringment on 
their jurisdiction; whereas it doesnot. Fora 
long time local-agents had complained that 
the managers had too many agents, and, act- 
ing upon this. the Excepted Cities commit- 
tee cut down the number to three 
within the territory described. ‘That is 
what the action means and nothing more. A 
statement which may be accepted as author- 
itative with reference to the committee’s ac- 
tion is this: ‘“* The effect is only to limit the 
number of agentsa company may have with- 
in the territory named. Itin no wise limits, 
curtails, or in any way changes or affects the 
jurisdiction or authority of the local associa- 
tion. But the association retains and can ex- 
ercise any and ali the jurisdiction and author- 
ity heretofore possessed by it.”’

INCREASED OUTPUT OF GOLD. 


All Estimates Indicate Last Year's Output 
Is $11,000,000 Heavier. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 22.—A produc- 
tion of gold throughout the world of $150,- 
000,000 for the calendar year 18938 is the 
latest estimate of the Bureau of the Mint. 
The gold production of 1892 was $138.861,- 
000. The increase of $11,000,000 will be 
mainly furnished by the United States, South 
Africa, and Russia. The figures for the 
United States indicate an increase of $4,.000,- 
OOU over those for 1892, the increase in 
South Africa will be about $6,000,000, in Rus- 
sia $500,000 and in Australia also $500,000. 
There will be small gains in other countries, 
including China and Japan, but they may be 
offset by losses elsewhere. The returns from 
Russia and Australia may show an even larger 
increase, The reports which are constantly 
reaching the Treasury Department indicate 
the production of gold is beimg pushed to its 
maximum, and that improved processes of ex- 
tracting the metal will be used to their utmost 
limit to increase the output for 1894. 


FORTIFICATIONS APPROPRIATIONS. 


Senator Call Reports the Measure as 
Amended =The Items Carried. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., March 22.—Senator 
Call of the Senate Committee on Appropria- 
tions today reported the fortification appro- 
priation bill to the Senate as amended. The 
committee increases the total of the House 
appropriations to the extent of $82.- 
405, the bill as reported d¢arrying $3,054,- 
104. Among the items of increase are 
the following: For construction of gun and 
mortar platforms, $100,000; preservation 
and repair of fortifications, $25,000; for fin- 
ishing and assembling eight, ten, and twelve 
inch coast guns, $150,000; payment on con- 
tracts under act of July, 1892, for mortars, 
steel carriages, $226,600; payments on con- 
tract under act of February, 1892, for mor- 
tars, steel, and carriages, $275,000. 


SAY WHITE WILL BE RETAINED. 
The Story That Leiter Is to Be 
Ambassador Discredited. 
WaAsuinaton, D.C., March 22.—[{Special.] 
—The story that L. Z..Leiter is to be appoint- 
ed Minister to Russia to succeed Andrew D., 
White is discredited in official quartere and 
otherwise. Some time ago when Senator 
Palmer and some other Illinois people saw 
Mr. Cleveland to recommend the appoint- 
ment of one of their constituents, not Mr. 
Leiter, to this position Mr. Cleveland in- 
formed them that Mr. White was making an 
admirable representative of this country ia 
Russia, and he did not believe he would make 
a change in that office. Inquiry at the State 
Department discloses that the suggestion that 
Mr. Leiter is to be appointed comes for the 
first time through the press.

President Cleveland Thinks the Seignior- 
age Is Provided For Already. 

Wasninaton, D. C., March 22.—There is 
good authority for the statement that Presi- 
dent Cleveland has not yet decided what he 
shall do with the seignierage bill. He is said 
to incline towards a veto, and to take the po- 
sition that the purposes of the act are now 
covered by the provisions of the existing law, 
‘*the Sherman act,’’ authorizing the coining 
of the bullion, the Secretary of the Treasury 
being empowered to coin the seigniorage 
when it is earned.

The Groom Expectant Gets a License but 
Not a Parental Consent, 

A. B. Cooper and Miss M. B. Stowell were 
not married yesterday. although they expected 
to be. The intended groom appeared 
at the marriage license window in the 
City Hall and secured a license. In afew 
hours after Mr. Cooper had paid his $2 for 
the license a tall man with jong, iron-gray 
beard and a pair of trustful blue eyes 
was making the rounds of the newspaper 
offices explaining that ‘‘the issue of the

TO. CARE FOR TARIFF. 


SENATOR MORGAN WILL PRESS HIS 
COMMISSION MEASURE. 


His Plan Is to Have the President Act on 
the Reports of the Secretary of the 
Treasury and Four Assistants, Thus 
Avoiding the Periods of Depression 
Which Result from Congressional Dis- 
cussions=Why the. Measure Will Gain 
Support in the Upper Honse. 


Wasuinerton, D, C., Match 22.—[Special.]— 
At some stage of the tariff debate there will 
be an interesting discussion over the pro- 
posed tariff commission. Many conservative 
Congressmen say that the idea is growing in 
favor, especially with business-men who are 
wedded neither to protection nor free trade, 
but who want certainty and promptness in 
dealing with the tariff. After Senator Collum 
introduced his tariff cotmmission bill some 
weeks ago he received many letters from all 
parts of the country ptaising the scheme. 
Senator Morgan of Alabama has a similar 
bill which he will offer as an amendment. 
Speaking of the matter Senator Morgan said: 

** The purpose of the arhendment is to pro- 
vide for changes of the tariff upon an equita- 
able basis without the disturbance in business 
which is always the result of an effort to make 
a complete revision. The proposed commis- 
sion is to consist of four members besides the 
Secretary of the Treasury, two of whom are to 
reside east and two west! of the Mississippi 
River, and no more than three of them are to 
be members of any one party. The plan is to 
take the matter of tariff revision entirely out 
of the hands of Congress and leave the tariff 
tu be adjusted by the proposed board and the 
President.”’ 

Several years ago Senator Plumb of Kansas 
proposed a permanent tariff commission, and 
he used to make speeches on it. While he 
knew that the time was not ripe for the adop- 
tion of such a plan, he believed that after a 
few more years of tariff changes the idea 
would be enacted into positive legislation. 
Senator Paddock of Nebraska had a similar 
p'an, 

The Democratic members of the Senate 
Committee on Finance have been assured of 
the President's codperation in having the 
tariff bill become a law, as he has expressed 
his approval of the bill as a whole. In the 
course of a conversation with a member of 
the committee Mr. Cleveland referred to the 
bill and took occasich to say that he 
hoped it would pass with as iit- 
tle delay as possible. There has been 
some apprehension as tothe wayin which 
the President might regard the income tax 
in the shape agreed uponiand also the sugar 
duty, but he is said to have spoken not iu an 
unfriendly way in the interview mentioned of 
these two items, not so much with reference 
to the principles involved|in the provisions as 
of the fact that they would assure a sufficient 
revenue for the necessities of the government. 


GROWTH OF TEXTILE INDCOSTRIES, 
Number of Establishments, the Men Em- 
ployed, Oatput, and the Wages. 

Wasarnoeton, D. C., March 22.—The official 
view of the textile industries of the country is 
given in a census monograph today. It com- 
prises an analysis of the combined textile in- 
dustries and reports on wool manufacture, 
cotton’ manufacture, silk manufacture, and 
on dyeing and finishing textiles. Since 1850, 
it is shown, the capital employed in the textile 
industry has increased almost seven times and 
the value of products nearly six times. The 
number of employés has increased from 146,- 
807 to 511,897. The increase in the annual 
amount of wages since 1860 has been nearly 
fourandahaif. The total number of estab- 
lishments in 1890 was 4,114, with an aggre- 
gate capital of $739,973,661.

For 
the Western States the product amounted to 
$27,029,868. The capital employed in 
manufactuting wool product valued at $337,-

capital in 1880 was $159,001,869, and value 
of products $267,252,913. 

The capital invested in 1890 in cotton 
manufacture was $254,020,843, with 
product value of $267,981,724: silk manu- 
facture, $51,007,537; product value, $87,- 
298,454; and for'dyeing and finishing tex- 
tiles, $38,450,800 ; product value, $28,900,- 
060. 


IS NOT UP TO THE AGREEMENT, 


Great Britain’s Sering Sea Arbitration 
Part Not Kept Up in Legislation. 

Wasnineton, D. C., March 22.—Secretary 
Gresham was before the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs today concerning the status 
of Bering Sea affairs. The Secretary spoke 
for an hour and explained the situation fully. 
It appears that by the terms of the treaty of 
arbitration both Great Britain and the United 
States bound themselves to abide by 
the decision of the court of arbitration. 
Senator Morgan of the arbitrators has taken 
the ground that the decision in itself was part 
of the organic law in both countries, based 
on the original treaty: which has the same 
binding effect as a State law. Secretary 
Gresham deemed it wise, however, to have 
Congress pass a law carrying out the court’s 
decision ahd the measure was drafted and sub. 
mitted to Congress. But the Secretary 
expressed surprise that Great Britain had as 
yet presented no such legislation, so far as 
was officially known. There have been un- 
official statements as to the propossd bill to 
be presented to the British Parliament. 
These disclose that the British act falls con- 
siderably short of execyting Great Britain’s 
part. The proposed bill gives British naval 
officers discretion in executing 
strictive regulations, whereas the 
made these regulations imperative, 
retary Gresham expressed no grave 
concern over the condition. On the 
contrary it was believed that in due time both 
governments would arrive at an understand- 
ing. The House committee will take no 
action for a week. The intimation is made 
that in the meantime Ambassador Bayard 
will further communicate with her Majesty’s 
government with a view to having the British 
legislation more fully execute Great Britain’s 
part of the decree.

WALKER TO GO TO BERING SEA, 


The Commodore Will Have Charge of In- 
terpreting the Orders. 
Wasuineton, D. C., March 22.—Commo.-. 
dore Kirkland today received orders placing 
him in command of the South Atlantic sta. 
tion to succeed Admiral Benham, who 
has gone to Bluefields. A month 
ago Commodore Kirkland, then in com. 
mand at the League Island navy 
yard, was ordered to Honolulu to take com- 
mand of the forces there and also of the en- 
tire Pacific station, relieving Admiral Irwin 
who will retire April 15. The Commodore 
started for California to take the steamer 
Saturday for Honolulu. Buthe was intercept- 
ed before sailing by a telegram to return to 
Washington, where he arrived today. It was 
announced that Admiral Walker had been 
selected to go to Honolulu. | It has been the 
custom of the department to allow an officer 
of this grade a turn of four years’ shore duty 
after so long aterm of seaservice. No ex- 
lanation of the selection is afforded at the 
‘avy Department, but it is learned that 
Admiral Walker was chosen for the post by 
Secretary Herbert after consultation with the 
President.

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THE NEW JERSEY MUDDLE SETILED. 

When the time came last January for the 
meeting of the New Jersey Senate the hold- 
over members, a majority of whom were 
Democrats, claimed the Senate was a con- 
tinuous body and that the. credentials, of 
the newly-elected members must be passed on 
by them. 
ably with reason, that it was the intention of 
the Democrats to refuse to seat one or two of 
the newly-elected Republican Senators and 
secure a majority for themselves. The result 
was the organization of two Senuates, a minori- 
ty one made up of Democrats and a majority 
one of Republicans. The Governor, a Deimo- 
erat, recognized the former; the House, which 
was Republican, recognized the latter, Final- 
ly the Democrats carried the matter before 
the Supreme Court, which has decided in 
favor of the Republican Senate, and the Gov- 
ernor has bowed to its decision. A majority 
of the members of the court, it may be stated, 
are Democrats. 

The attention of the junior Democratic or- 
gan of this city is invited to that decision. It 
has been asserting that the Supreme Court of 
Illinois could not assume jurisdiction were a 
suit brought to test the constitutionality of 
the legislative apportionment act, and has 
been calling on the Governor and Democrats 
of the Legislature to take action to head off 
any such “‘usurpation”’’ on the part of the 
Judges. The junior organ has been claiming 
‘that the power vested in the Legislature to 
pass an apportionment act was no more sub- 
ject to judicial review than the power of either 
branch of the Legislature to elect officers, 
pass on the election and qualifications of its 
members, etc. 

This Democratic Supreme Court of New 
Jersey was appealed to to decide which of 
two bodies claiming to be the Senate was 
such. The court held that it had jurisdiction, 
whether the regulations of the Constitution 
have been violated rests exclusively with the 
judicial department of the State.”” The court 
did not pretend to interfere with the right of 
the Senate to pass on the election and quali- 
fications of its members. But it did hold 
that it was authorized to decide which of two 
bodies was from the point of view of the Con- 
stitution tne lawfully organized Senate of the 
State. It held that whatever is done in New 
Jersey, by whomsoever done, must be done 
in accordance with the Constitution and that 
the Supreme Court is the final judge. 

\ A similar case arose in. Kansas a year ago, 
when there were two bodies, each claiming to 
be the House of Representatives, ana the 
Supreme Court decided which wasthe lawful 
one. Those persons who say the Supreme 
Court cannot pass on the constitutionality of 
an apportionment act said that theassumption 
of jurisdiction by the court was wrongful and 
revolutionary. Now the Supreme Court of 
New Jersey, a tribunal which has always held 
high rank, does the same thing. This will 
distress those who believe legislative gerry- 
manders cannot be challenged. 

The Illinois Constitution does not say to 
the Legisluture,** You must make an apportion- 
ment,’ and nothmg more. It also regulates 
the manner in whichit shail bedone. And 
the'question whether those regulations have 
been violated ‘rests exclusively,’’ says the 
Supreme Court of New Jersey, ‘“‘ with the 
judicial department of the State.”’ The 
Supreme Court of Illinois if called on to pass 
on the same question will give the same 
answer.

Warner must 
have forgotten himself there, and his notion 
that the people of Europe would buy more of 
our wheat because they possessed all the gold 
isa blind one to say the least, as nobody here 
would want the gold to pay debts with when 
he could pay them in depreciated silver, and 
according to Warner's school the money de- 
mand for gold is what gives it most of 
value. Then it is difficult to see how the 
premium on goid would act as a protection to 
the industries of the silver produging coun- 
tries.

The talk about the United States securing 
the trade of 800 millions of people in the sil- 
ver standard countries by adopting a debased 
currency unit is the sheerest kind of rot. 
Commerce between different countries is an 
exchange of commodities, the difference or 
balance being paid in ** money © the worth of 
which for that purpose is counted at the bull- 
ion value of the coins if coins be sent 
instead of bullion. When our gold 
js exported the foreigners receiving it regard 
the United States stamp mpon it only 
guarantee that nine-tenths of the total weight 
is pure gold. They weigh the coin and accept 
it as the equivalent of nine-tenths as much 
pure gold in the shape of bullion. The same 
order is observed here on the receipt of for- 
eign gold coins, and both in exporting and im- 
porting silver the bullion value of the metal 
is'the value at which it is accepted in pay- 
ment of debts or settlement of balances be- 
tween the people of different countries. 

Hence the adoption of the silver standard 
by the United States, which Gen. Warner now 
admits he is fighting for, would not help us 
one iota in our dealings with foreign coun- 
tries. On the contrary, it would be a great 
detriment and hindrance. Because of its 
greater portability for equal values, if for no 
other reason, gold would continue to be the 
metal shipped in payment of trade balances, 
and its use in that way would necessitate 
a continuous reference to and conversion into 
gold values, with the corresponding payment 
of brokerage charges on the purchase of all 
gold shipped by or credited to the merchant 
who sold his goods on the silver basis. So far 
as our foreign trade aad indebtedness were 
concerned our people would then be at the 
merey of the ‘gold bugs”’ toa far greater 
extent than anv that now is alleged. The lat- 
ter would all the time dictate the prices that 
must be paid for gold in terms of silver, as 
they did in the case of our paper currency for 
many years previous to 1879. No action of

When thig question reaches the Supreme

understanding with themselves, and that their 
right hands do not know what their left hands 
are doing, but will say that combination and 
confederation are to be assumed where coin- 
panies which should be competitors are con- 
trolled by the same set of people, and that 
that assumption can only be disproved by 
showing that Messrs. Billmgs, Knapp, Jerz- 
manowski, and Benedict of the South Side 
company are offering to sell gas for lower 
rates than Messrs, Jerzmanowski, Knapp, 
Benedict, and Billings, directors of the Con- 
sumers’ company, or are competing with them 
in some other way equally advantageous for 
the purchaser of gas.

MR. GLADSTONE’S FUTURE. 

Mr. Gladstone does not propose to retire 
from parliamentary or public life, though he 
has retired from the Cabinet. He has acceded 
to the wishes of his Mid!othian constituents 
in this respect. Though no longer the leader 
of his party he will continue to be the most 
important living influence on British poli- 
tics. If there is any wavering in the line of 
Liberal duty his warning voice will be heard. 
That is made manifest hy his reply to the Lib. 
eral electors of . Midlothian Wednesday. 
He may not sit regularly in Parliament, but 
he will resume his old seat occasionally. His 
presence will be felt, and his voice may on oc- 
casion be uplifted in the cause of justice and 
progress. His reply to the Midlothian elec. 
tors is significant in this respect. He appeals 
through them to his favorite Scottish people 
to whom he himself belongs “ to continue to 
cherish a lively and enlightened sense of 
duty.”’ 

He recognizes “the great and growing de- 
manis of the masses"’ as reasonable, and re- 
grets that “ the discrepancies of sentiment ” 
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quirendo, 
succeeded in getting at 11 o’clock last night 
from Judge Chetlain of the Superior Court a 
stay of execution until April 6. The Judge 
held that inasmuch as evidence had been 
adduced tending to show that since judgment 
was passed upon the prisoner he had become 
insane, an  ifiquiry into his 
ity was only right and proper. 
This being the case, it was inconsistent with 
humanity to compel the court to decide such 
an important matter in such haste as 
the time and circumstances compelled. 
Therefore he granted time for an inquiry into 
the prisoner's sanity Which should proceed 
with due deliberation and dignity. 
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Tre jealousy of Chicago which has dis- 
turbed the tender breast of New York for a 
few years back manifests itself in many ways. 
Fear lest the next census may show this city 
in the lead in population is the chief reason 
why New York is so anxious to absorb Brook- 
lyn and put rivalry in population out of tle 
question. Now New York is using its in- 
fluence with Congress and the President to 
prevent the transfer of the warehouse for 
Indian supplies to this city. No objection 
would be raised were it to be moved to Omaha, 
to St. Louis, or indeed to any other place 
than this, but that Chicago should get it and 
New York lose it is something which cannot 
be submitted to. The Interior Department 
decided to have the. warehouse here and 
rented a building for the putpose. Its reason 
was that it is cheaper for the government to 
have its supplies somewhat nearer the points 
where they are to be distributed than the sea- 
board. The supplies are for the Indians and 
not the Tammany braves. Were the latter 
the beneficiaries New York would be the 
proper place for the warehouse. Having 
found out what the Secretary has done the 
New Yorkers have swoope! down on him de- 
manding that he retrace hissteps. He cannot 
do that, but he has suggested to them that 
they take the matter into Congress and get 
it to order him to waste the money of the 
government by retaining the warehouse at 
New York. They will take his advice and, 
animated by their insane jealousy ofa rival 
city, will fight hard to carry their point. The 
Chicago members must make an equally 
strenuuus fight to keep the warehouse for 
their city. If New York had behaved better 
about the matter and had explained to Chi- 
cago that she wasin reduced circumstances, 
that she had met with .losses, and could not 
get along without this warehouse, Chicago 
would have withdrawn all ciaim toit. But 
an attempt to take it away by force or stealth 
will be resisted to thebitter end. 
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A San Francisco dispatch says’ the 
assessment for the current year will be thir- 
ty millions less than for the preceding year. 
The explanation given by the Assessor is that 
the bad times have affected property values 
to a fearful extent. This reduction from an 
assessment of $240,000,000 to $210,000,- 
000, or a trifle over 12 per cent, shows the ef- 
fect of the Democratic low tariff policy on 
the values of real estate in San Francisco. 
The same scaling down of values is going on. 
all over the North, But. this shrinkage in 
values does not have the least effect on the 
tax-eaters of San Francisco, Chicago, New 
York, Boston, or any other city. Though it 
is harder to pay taxes, and though the rdte of 
taxation must be raised to get as much mon- 
ey as before, they refuse to makeany -reduc- 
tion in salaries to correspond with the shrink- 
age in rents, profits, the price of real estate, 
etc.. They hang on to the old salaries or try 
to raise them. There are a number of bills 
now before the Legislature at Albany provid- 
ing foran increase of the salaries of the 
officials of the City of New York, who are al- 
ready overpaid. In every other walk of life 
the number of employés has beed reduced as 
well as their pay. The tax-eaters who boss 
municipalities will not follow that example, 
though by holding on to their old salaries 
they are in effect raising them on the taxpay- 
ers, to the amount of the depreciation in the 
value of the property of the latter and the 
amount of their rentals. The Democratic tariff 
policy and the rapadity of the tax-eaters will 
cause the taxpayers to spend many unhappy 
days from now on. It will be hard for them 
to pay their taxes, and almost as hard to see 
them devoured by greedy cormorants who 
render little or no service in return.

COMPELLED TO KILL TWO MEN. ~ 


Evidence in the Tolleston Case Favorable 
to the Prisoner. 

Totieston, Ind., March 22.— (Special. ]— 
Coroner Seidler of Lake County was sum- 
moned immediately after the double killing 
here last night. Hedrave over from Dyer 
and reached Tolleston at 4 a.m. He noted 
the position of the murdered men and then 
leaving them ae they had fallen postponed 
further proceedings until 8 o'clock, when an 
examination was held. Two eye wit- 
nesses of the tragedy testified that Look- 
er's shooting wasipurely in self-defense. There 
were seven other witnesses ready to testify to 
the same effect, but it not being thought 
necessary to examine more than two the 
others were not examined. Looker was ex- 
amined and told a straightforward story of 
his being set upon by Conroy and Cleary with 
no provocation whatever, and of his being 
obliged to choose between defending 
himself as best he could or submitting to such 
treatment as would have at least maimed him 
for life and probably ended in his death, Pub- 
lic opinion is strongly: in favor of Looker, 
while there are none who doubt that he wags 
justified in acting as he did under the cireum- 
stances. Conroy’s and Cleary’s actions are 
severely censured by the club members here, 
and while they gave the gamekeepers author- 
ity to keep the grounds clear of trespassers 
they did not in the least uphold them in 
mauling and disfiguring poachers. The Cor- 
oner will receive the jury’s verdict tomorrow. 


If the theory of President F. A. Howe of 
the Tolleston Shooting club, based on his 
knowledge of the surroundings and on news- 
paper accounts of the shooting, be true James 
Conroy and William Cleary, the watchmen of 
the Tolleston club who were killed by Al 
Looker Wednesday evening in a saloon at 
Tolieston, were the victims of a conspiracy. 

“It looks strange to me that these men 
should have been killed in a saloon at 7:45 
in the evening,” said Mr. Howe yesterday. 
** In the first place, Conroy never touched lig- 
uor, and therefore had no* business about a 
saloon, and so far as I know he did not visit 
saloons. Inthe second place,it is strange 
that they should be there at the hour they 
were killed. for. they were not sup- 
posed” to get in from the marsh 
until about 98 e@elock. In the third 
place I shall not believe they had brass 
knuckles or any sort of weapons until I am 
confronted with positive proof that such was 
the fact. I speak so confidently because I 
knew Conroy well, He was a most exemplary 
man, genial, intelligent, and a most estimable 
fellow in every way. It looks to me as though 
a plot had been laidto entice them to that 
saloon and ‘do them up’ and that they went 
there expecting something. Of course they 
should not have gone there expecting any- 
thing; they were at fault so faras that goes. 
It looks to meinthe light of present infor- 
mation that those two men were the victims 
of a conspiracy. 

‘**Undoubtedly there is some feeling in 
Tolleston against the club, because it pro- 
tects its property and does not allow poach- 
ing, but this feeling is contined to few people. 
The most trouble we have is with outsiders, 
people who go down from the city Sundays. 
The people who live there realize that we own 
the property and mean to protect it and they 
have not given us much trouble in the last 
two years. We are obliged to protect the 
property. If we let people go in there at 
will they would ruin. it in a short time by 
destroying all the game and fish. We own the 
property, pay taxes on it, and expend a great 
deal of money in improving it and feeding the 
ducks. 

** We employ one watchman and an assist- 
tant. They are supposed to patrol the marsh 
all day and part of the night. They are in- 
structed to treat trespassers as mildly as cir- 
cumstances will permit. We do not allow them 
to use force except asa last resort and they 
do not doit. I know what Iam talking about 
for I have been President of the ciub for 
twenty years. Ido not care what people say, 
our men are not rough. No man has ever 
been killed or seriously hurt on our grounds. 

‘Two mermbérs of the club went down to 
investigate the kiiling of Conroy and Cleary. 
We cannot afford to allow a servant of Con- 
roy’s capacity to be killed without some 
eause for it, though I see the Coroner's, ‘jury 
has exonerated Looker. The Superintendent 
of the clubhouse, William Kunert, has been 
instructed to take charge of things, make all 
arrangements for the funeral, etc. Conroy 
leaves a widow and six children. I do not 
know much about Cleary. He was not in the 
pay of theclub, Conroy may have put him 
to work for his board. re

BIMETALLIC JOHNSON HITS AT GROVER. 


Says He Is a Greater Traitor than Was Jeff 
Davis=Silver Convention Ends. 

Des Mores, Ia., March 22.—The National 
Silver convention closed this evening. Brief 
speeches were made today on the question, 
‘*What is the proper remedy and how may 
it be best applied?’ President Johnson of 
the Bimetallic League of Kansas was loudly 
applauded when he said, ‘* Grover Clevejand 
is a greater traitor to our government than 
was Jeff Davis.”’ Ignatius Donnelly said 
the demonetization of silver was a “co- 
lossal. conspiracy and crime—the greatest 
ever perpetrated against the human family.” 
As in the case of one Thomas of Bremer- 
haven he said he wished the Lord would in- 
terfere more frequently with the schemes of 
men. Witha few well-selected thunderbolts 
he thought some good could be done in Wash- 
ington. ‘** Humanity stands today,” said Mr. 
Donnelly, * with a lot of infernal bankers on 
its neck. These bankers are the lineal de- 
scendants of those Christ drove out of the 
temple. Théy are using means which must 
eventually serve to destroy liberty in this 


country. It is the two old _par- 
ties that are responsible for the 
fearful condition of the country.

Plea for a Stay and Inquiry. 

Mr. Gregory also offered in evidence the 
record of the case, and then stated his motion, 
which was that the court should make an 
order deferring the execution to some stated 
time, and then impanel a jury and institute 
an inguiry as to whether Prendergast had be- 
come insane since he was sentenced. In sup- 
port of this motion he delivered an argument, 
speaking nearly an hour, reviewing first its 
relations to the common law and then to 
the statutes of Illinois. In Engiand, he 
suid, for ages past, this procedure had 
been recognized and honored, He read from 
Chitty on Criminal Law to show this and 
to prove that in some cases a Judge not only 
might exercise this power but really had no 
discretion about it. At one time the law was 
altered in regard to persons gonvicted of high 
treason and yet the concise of the people 
forced Parliament to repeal this law. 


In referring to the status of the 
case in this country Mr. Gregory 
read from 23 American Reports and 
20 Ohio to show that in Ohio 


this right was as clearly understood and as 
freely resorted to as in England, quoting es- 
pecially from the case of Sterling vs. Drake, in 
which the rule was laid down that the power 
to respite naturally went hand in hand with 
the power to sentence, and that this power ex- 
isted after the term at which sentence was 
pronounced had passed. The Ohio courts, he 
said, declared the usage rested on ancient 
usage, and discussed it with every mark of 
reverence as a fundamental feature of the 
common law. 

Coming then to the statutory law of Illinois 
Mr. Gregory said this humane proceeding 
which had existed and been honored for ages 


in England, and warmly adopted in Ohio law, '

utes of this State. Hesaid the right 
on two separate sections of the criminal code, 
which were as follows: 

Sec. 285. A person that becomes lunatic or in- 
sane after the commission of the crime or misde- 
meanor shall not be tried for the offense during 
the continuance of the lunacy or insanity. If, 
after the verdict of guilty and before judgment is 
pronounced, such person becomes lunatic or in- 
sane, then no judgment shall be given while such 
lunacy or insanity shall continue, And if, after 
judgment and before execution of sentence, such 
person become lunutic or insane, then, in case the 
punishment be capital, the execution thereof 
shall be staid until the recovery of said person 
from the insanity or lunacy. In all of these 
cases it shall be the duty of the court to impanel 
a jury to try the question whether the accused be 
at the time of impaneling insane or lunatic. 

Sec. 409. The manner of inflicting the punish- 
ment of death shall be by hanging the person 
convicted by the heck until dead, at such time as 
the court shall direct, not less than fifteen nor 
more than twenty-five days from the time sen- 
tence is pronounced; provided, the day set shall 
not occur before the tenth day of the term of the 
Supreme Court oecurring (in either of the grand 
divisions) next after the pronouncing of the judg- 
ment: and provided, that for good cause the 
court or Governor may prolong the time. At the 
expiration of the time so prolonged, the jude- 
ment shall be executed tha same asif that were 
the time fixed by the judgment for the execution 


thereof. 
Orders an Inquiry. 


Mr. Gregory admitted that the stay spoken 
of in the first section was not in order unti 
after a jury had: found the prisoner to be in- 
sane. But in the second section, he claimed, 
the stay spoken of was to be granted in order 
that there might be an inquiry. Nor was 
there room forany quibble about resentencing 
the prisoner, as it provided for the execution 
of the original sentence. He closed with an 
appeal for a stay as well asa jury, and said it 
would be unseémly’and horrible to spend the 
night in such an inquiry and then drag the 
prisoner from the very court-room to the 
gailows. 

State’s-Attorney Kern and his assistant, Mr. 
Knight, made replies to Mr. Gregory which 
were moderate in tone and merciful in spirft. 
They began by admitting that they would 
offer no objection to such an inquiry as Mr. 
Gregory proposed. But they enlarged on the 
evils that would result from granting stays in 
such cases. As they went on they took higher 
ground, and eventually made an attack on 
Mr. Gregory’s legai position. They also re- 
ferred to the unheard-of novelty of the pro- 
cedure, which had not a parallel in the history 
of the county 

When Mr. Gregory had madea brief clos- 
ing argument Judge Chetilain was ready with 
his decision and announced it without hesita- 
tion. He said that he was equally well con- 
vinced that the Prendergast affidavit was not 
an adequate ground for a stay and that it was 
an adequate ground for a jury and an investi- 
gation. Therefore he would not grant a stay 
in order to make an investigation. but would 
order an investigation jwith a view to a stay 
if the proofs justified it, This decision satis- 
fied both sides and it Was quickly arranged 
that the court should adjourn to 8 p.:m., and 
then impanel a jury and sit all night; if need 
be, to complete the hearing before the hour 
of execution. 


GOVERNOR REFUSES TO INTERFERE. 


Pleas Made by Prendergast’s Friends at 
Springfield Are Unavailing,. 

SPRINGFIELD, 1ll., March 22,—[Special. |— 
Acting Gov. Gill listened today to pleas in 
behalf of Prendergast and decided not to in- 
terfere with the execution. 

Bright and early this morning C. S, Darrow 
of Chicago made his way to the State-House 
and told M:. Dose, the Governor's private 
secretary, that Acting Gov, Gill would be in 
the city at noon. He intended to ask a respite 
for Patrick Eugene Prendergast. Gov. Gill 
came from the South at 123 and at 3 in the 
afternoon Mr. Darrow appeared before the 
Governor and made a pathetic appeal in 
Prendergast’s behalf, He spoke for an hour 
and he talked with all the earnestness with 
which he was endowed, He said, among 
other things: 

**The man who killed Carter Harrison was 
indicted before Carter Harrison was buried. 
This affair happened Saturday nignt. Mon- 
day or Tuesday this man was indieted. He 
was immediately placed on trial. There is 
nothing in the criminal* annuals of Cook 
County, and I believe notin the State of II. 
linois, which shows such speed, such undue 
haste, and I hope no such thing will ever oc. 
cur again. The people were worked up toa 
high state of excitement over the matter. 
Sane or insane, they wanted him treated like 
a mad dog—they wanted him destroyed, They 
are only beginning tv be cooled off now. 

‘*Not only was this man tried when the peo- 
ple were furious and cried for revenge, but he 
was tried without any change of venue, with- 
out any friends, and without being defended 
by any lawyer of standing or professional 
attainments. On the other hand, he was prose- 
cuted by the ablest and shrewdest of criminal 
lawyers. It was utterly impossible that any- 
thing approaching a fair trial could have been 
had at thattime. Most of the experts em- 


ployed by the Sthte—all the ablest 
physicians in Chicago who went upon 
the stand—pronounced this man _in- 


sane. There was only ore physician of 
standing who testifiedfor the State. ‘That was 


before me this 22d day . 


| ecutions to occur Good Friday. 


Dr. Lyman, who had been the family physi- 
cian of Carter Harrison for years, and he 
practically admitted that this man was insane. 


Declares Prendergast Is Insane. 

‘‘Now. Ido not make this appeal on the 
ground of any technicality. I make it simply 
on the ground that this man was and isa lu- 
natic—nothing else; that this man who is 

ut to be executed by the great State of 
oa is crazy, and that it would be a blot 
upon this State, uvow this age, upon this civil- 
ization to execute a nan who isin the condi- 
tion of this man Prendergast. 

‘The State’s-Attorney himself has re- 
peatedly said he wasinsane, Mr. Trude, the 
prosecutor, has told me repeatedly that this 
man ought not to be hanged and that he, 
himself, would interfere before the execution 
cduld take place. But like everybody else 
Mr. Trude believed the Supreme Court would 
interfere. Heis.now in the South beyond 
our reach. Nearly every Judge in Chicago is 
on record as believing this man crazy. What 
I ask of your Excellency is that you post- 
pone this execution until there can 
ve a full and fair investigation of the case, I 
do not ask for a commutation of sentence at 
this time; merely as a citizen, without any re- 
ward or hope of reward—as one who believes 
the State of Illinois will be disgraced by the 
execution of a erazy man—I want this execu- 
tion staid long enough to have the case in- 
vestigated. Leta commission be appointed 
—TJI do not care where they come from or who 
they are; take the Superintendents of the 
insane asylums of this State or of adjoining 
States—and if they do not report practically 
unanimously that this nian is crazy, then | 
will consider my work dope and be willing, 
for my part. to let the law take its course. 
But I do protest, and I believe every right- 
minded person in Illinois who is aware of the 
facts protests, against carrying out a sentence 
like this, when most people who have had any 
connection with this case and know the facts 
best pronounce this mancrazy. I have failed 
to tind a single newspaper reporter in the City 
of Chicago who, having observed this man, 
does not pronounce him crazy. “It would be 
impossible to watch this man for a single day 
without forming the opinion that he is insane. 


Not Properly Presented to Supreme Court. 
‘‘This case was presented to the Supreme 


‘Court last Friday for the first time, and at 2 


o'clock yesterday afternoon the court dis- 
posed of it. It was not presented fully. There 
was no opportunity given us to argue tie 
ease. The law of this State does not allow 
an appeal in a murder case. Ifa cow worth 
$25 is in controversy a man may take an ap- 
peal to the highest tribunal—on account of 
the great importance of the matter—and 
the fullest argument is allowed. But where a 
man’s life is at atake no appeal is allowed. 
We could only get into the Supreme Court on 
a writ of error, and by thattime the man 
would be dead, unless a stay of execution were 
granted, 

‘It is absolutely impossible for your Ex- 
cellency to make a full investigation of this 
case unless you first stay the execution, and 
then honestly and conscientiously consider 
whether the State is dbout to put to death a 
crazy nan, You may have gotten the idea from 
reading the newspapers that this man must be 
executed at once—that there is a great pub- 
lic demand that his blood must be shed now. 
There is no such necessity, and there is no 
suchdemand. The people are beginning to 
see that a great wrong would be committed if 
his man were hanged, It can do no possible 
harm at least to postpone the execution until 
the case can be fully and dispassionately in- 
vestigated. ’? 

Mr. Darrow read a petition signed by Judges 
McConnell, Tuley, Ewing, Baker, Hanecy, 
Dunne, Gibbons, Windes, and Clifford, ask- 
ing executive clemency. Continuing Mr. Dar- 
ruw said a stay of execution was also asked 
for on the ground that tomerrow is Good Fri- 
day. Personally, he did not:consider this 
fact of any importance, but to one of Pren- 
dergast’s religion it was a matter of great 
moment. 

The hearing was adjourned until 9 o'clock 
to hear Mr. Wade and others who telegraphed 
they were on their way to the city. 

The hearing was resumed at night at the 


,Leland. Mrs. Grace Duffren Roe-Boylan of 


Chicago appeared in Prendergast’s behalf. 
She spoke eloguently of Prendergast’s mother 
and said the criminal was clearly insane. She 
had attended the trial with her husband, who 
reported it for one of the Chicago dailies, 
Brings in the A. P. A Fight. 

Mrs. Boylan said: “ In view of the present 
state of feeling between the American Pro- 
tective Association and the Catholics it is most 
unfortunate that the execution is to take place 
Good Friday.”’ She spoke only a few minutes 
and was followed by Mr. Wade of Prender- 
gast’s counsel, 

He led off much in the same _ strain as Mr. 
Darrow concerning the feeling of the public 


during the trial, He spoke of Pren- 
dergast as “the boy” and said _ if 
a short respite was granted he would 
bring such evidence before the 


Governor as would prove Prendergast’s in- 
sanity beyond a doubt. He appealed for a 
little time and begged the Governor to grant 
a short respite. Mr. Wade spoke only two or 
three minutes. He offered a letter from Dr. 
J.C. Spry of Chicago, who appeared for the 
State on the trial, and, aside from’ one man, 
was the only expert who testified as to Pren- 
dergast’s insanity. Spry swore that Pren- 
dergast knew the difference between right and 
wrong, although a little unbalanced, Dr. 
Spry said in the letter, which was of this 
date: 

While I believe Prendergast is mentally un- 
balanced I would like to see him have a lit- 
tle more time. He bas not been under observa- 
tion very long and something might occur in his 
condition that would lead us to conclude that a 
life sentence would fit the case better than the 
death penalty. He is faulty in his mental make- 
up and perhaps some consideration should be 
shown him on this account. 3 

Mr. Darrow said Judge Baker had today is- 
sued a writ under which the question of P ren- 
dergast’s sanity or insanity was being de- 
termined in Chicago. He asked for a little 
time for honest investigation in the premises. 

Gov. Gill asked Mr. Darrow if the piea of 
insanity was.set up in this case. Mr. Darrow 
repliedin the affirmative. Then Gov. Guill 
read Dr. Spray’s letter with great care. Mr. 
Wade said the time for getting witnesses was 
short and the defense had no money to get 


experts. 
Gov. Gill’s Decision. 


Gov. Gill said: ‘Gentiemen, this certainly 
is a duty devolving upon me which I would 
prefer some one else had to perform. I do 
not feel that it is the duty of the Executive to 
try this case. I bedieve the defendant, Pren- 
dergast, has had a fair and impartial trial 


before a jury of his peers, He set 
up in defense the plea of insanity 
and the jury decided that he was not 


insane, and adjudged him guilty of murder in 
the first degree and an eminent Judge sen- 
tenced him to be hanged. Eminent counsel 
at this:time took up the cause of Prendergast 
and presented the case before the Supreme 
Court, and that court, after investigating it 
pretty thoroughly (and I have reliable infor- 
mation to that effect), after looking through 
the record, have refused to grant a writ 
then 


of supersedeas. The matter was 
taken before the Federal court and 
that court also refused to interfere. 


As Executive of the State I do not feel that I 
ought to interfere, inasmuch as the courts 
have all refused te do so, and as I. have al- 
ready said I do not feel thatit is within the 
scope of my authority to try the case. I feel 
that the defendant Prendergast has had all 
the advantages possible to be gained by com- 
petent counsel and that he has been tried 
fairly and impartially. Therefore I feel that 
I cannot interfere in this matter and will not 
do so.”’ 

‘ There is nothing further we can ask,” 
said Mr. Darrow, and tne hearing ended. 

Gov. Gill then bade good night to Messrs. 
Darrow and Wade and retired to his room. 
Previous to his withdrawal he reiterated to 
the correspondent for THe Trreune his de- 
termination not to interfere in the Prender- 
gast case. He had heard nothing in the Hig- 
gins case except telegrams from the Rev. 
Fathers Downey and Dore not toallow the ex- 
Messrs, Dar- 


row and Wade left for Chicago at midnight. 

Gov. Gill’s decision was not a surprise, He 
listened attentively to the arguments, but 
frankly said he saw no reason why he, the 
Governor, should interfere with the execution 
of the sentence.

WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS DENIED, 


United States Appellate Court Quickly 
Disposes of Prendergast’s Application. 
There were not fifty persons in the United 

States Appellate Court room yesterday morn- 

ing when the decision on Prendergast’s appli- 

cation for a writ of habeas corpus was passed 
upon. None of the attorneys were present, 
but J. S. Harlan appeared in behalf of his 
partner, S.S, Gregory, Only Judges Woods, 

Jenkins, and Baker were on the bench, 

The proceedings were opened by Presiding 
Justice Woods, who called up the Prendergast 
motion, remarking: ‘In this case the record 
should show that the petition was presented 
to one Judge, therefore let it appear that 
Judge Jenkins, who will announce our opin- 
ion, has decided the matter.” J udge Jenkins 
then said: 

he In the matter of the petition of Patrick 
Eugene Prendergast for a writ of habeas 
corpus the defendant alleges that in his con- 
viction for murder by the State court there 
were certain errors. First, that the right to 
appear and testify in his own behalf was de- 
nied; second, thata Judge of the Criminal 
Court was allowed to testify to the appear- 
ance and bearing of the defendant before 
him touching his mental condition at that 
time; third, that the jurors trying his case 
were separated contrary to the order of the 
court; fourth, that the court in its charge to 
the jury withdrew from their consideration 
the question whether the petitioner had killed 
the person as alleged in the indictment, stat- 
ing that this was conceded by the defense, and 
charging them to consider only the question 
of his sanity. 

* We are of the opinion that the petition for 
the writ of habeas corpus must show that the 
court was without jurisdiction of the person 
and the subject matter in the case, or that the 
court being competent to render a decision 
was in excess of his jurisdiction, This can- 
not be a writ of error. The objections, how- 
ever availing they might be in a writ of error, 
do not cuncern the question of such jurisdic- 
tion and are not availing here upon applica- 
tion for a writ of error. The application for 
a writ of habeas corpus therefore is overruled. 
The application and decision may be entered 
on the record of the Circuit Court.”’ 

Attorney Harlan entered a formal excep- 
tion, and that closed the proceedings in the 
case. 

The indorsement of the court made on the 
back of the petition is notable for its brevity. 
It reads: 

** Writ not allowed, March 
G, Jenkins.” 

Mr. Harlan said as he left the court-room 
that it was competent for Prendergast to ap- 
peal from this decision to the United States 
Supreme Court and to ask for a supersedeas. 
But he said it would only bea costly and 
useless formality, as Judge Jenkins’ decision 
virtually involved a refusal of an application 
for asupersedeas. There was no thought, 
therefore, of making it. 

Concerning the refusal to grant the peti- 
tion dudge Bunn said: ‘* There. can be no 
doubt about the justice of the decision of the 
court. The court had no power to act unless 
there was proof that the constitutional rights 
of the defendant had been violated, or that 
the jurisdiction of the State was subject to 
question. As these issues were not raised or 
at least not proved by the attorneys, the 
court decided at once to deny the writ. It 
took only a few minutes’ discussion to come 
to a unanimous agreement. The objections 
raised might have been validin a court of 
error, but wedo not constitute a court of 
error. If the Judge had tried the defendant 
without a jury or if adustice of the Peace 
had sentenced him, there would have been 
undue process of law and we could have set 
him free, for the Constitutaon protects him 
against such action. There was due process 
of law, however, and the question of errors 
did not concern us. They can appeal the 
case, of course, but they have not time. I 
have no doubt that Prendergast will be

The Gallows Put itn Place and the Ropes 
Are Tested. 

Everything was in readiness at the jail at 
midnight for the hanging of Prendergast and 
Higgins. The scaffold was up, the ropes made 
fast, the black caps and cords for binding the 
condernned men were at hand, and all had 
been examined and tested so that there might 


be no accident. 

The beams which compose the scaffold are 
the same which were used when the haymarket 
Anarchists were hanged. They were also used 
for the executions of Zeph Davis and Painter. 
The beams are well seasoned and new steel 
bolts were procured to hold the morticed ends 
in place, 

It was 6 o'clock when the timbers were 
brought out of the basement of the Criminal 
Court building and at 9 o’clock the work was 
finished, The cross beams were shortened 
eighteen inches, so that the fall would be 
seven and a haif feet instead of nine feet. 
The hemp ropes, made especially for the 
hanging of Prendergast and Higgins, were 
tested. Bags of sand weighing 200 pounds 
were used and the ropes stood the test. 

While the work of erecting the gallows was 
going ferward Murderer Higgins listened at- 
tentively, but Prendegast gave little heed. 
One of the workmen dropped a hammer and 
as it struck the stone flagging Higgins turned 
toward Prendergast and said: 

‘* They’re a-putting up of the gallows, Fren- 
dergast. Do you hear them?’ Prendergast 
merely raised his eyes, but made no reply. 
‘‘What! Weakenin’ already?’ continued 
Higgins ina taunting tone. At this moment 
a waiter appeared with a tray containing the 
suppers of the condemned prisoners. There 
was spring chicken, raw oysters, fried eggs, 
fried potatoes, biscuits, coffee, and apple pie. 

‘* ah, here’s what I like to see,’’ said Higgins, 
‘‘T’ll make short work of this mess. My 
eatin’ days are about over an’ I propose to fill 
up while Ican.’’ Prendergast had no com- 
ment to make. but he fell to with quite as 
great a show of appetite as that displayed by 
Higgins. While they were eating William 
Higgins. brother of the murderer, came in 
ana satdown near by. Meantime Prender- 
gast was removed to the Criminal Court room 
to listen to the arguments before Judge Chet- 
lain for a stay pending the trial on his sanity. 

At 10:80 o'clock Father Dore came into jail 
toadminister to the spiritual wants of Higgins. 
He talked earnestly to the condemned mur- 
derer, but what was said they two alone know. 
Higgins didn’t appear greatly interested, how- 
ever, for his eyes wandered about the room in 
a listless way. Occasionally be would make 
reply to the priest, but not often. 


HIGGINS WILL DIE AT NOON TODAY, 


Lieut.-Gov. Gill Refuses to Interfere with 
the Exegutivn. 

Lieut.-Gov. Gill last’ night absolutely re- 

fused to interfere with the execution of 

Thomas Higgins and he will be hanged today 


at noon, 

Higgins grew quieter yesterday afternoon, 
and was given more frequently to moods of 
reflection than had been the case since he 
made up his mind that he must die, Al- 
though more silent than usual last evening he 
brightened up when spoken to and laughed 


heartily at times. 5S 

“IT know I have got to go tomorrow, 
said he. ‘There is no help for me. I've got 
neither money nor friends with influence. I 
understand that my side-kicker ( Prender- 
gast) stands a show of ducking the rope. 
hope he will succeed. I don’t care about 
lining up on the scaffold with him anyway. 

The Rev. Fathers Dore and Muldoon called 
upon Higgins in the afternoon and remained 
with him in his cell for some time. The con- 
demned man listened respectfully to the 
words of the priests and joined them in the

MURDERER BESIEGED BY AN ARMED MOB 


John Saunders Is Barricaded After Firing 
Three Deadly Shots. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., March 22.—[Special.]— 7 


John Saunders, a Pole, fired three deadly pis- 
tol shote early this evening. The first laid 
low a boarder in Saunders’ house with a wound 
that will bring death before daylight, the 
second instantly killed a neighbor’s child, 
and the third dangerously wounded Saunders’ 
wife. The man is now in jail, but he was 
placed there only after a struggle almost 
unparalleied in its desperate resistance. The 
house in which the culprit had taken refuge is 
surrounded by a determined mob of armed 
men. The doors and windows of the house 
are riddled with shot from the riffes, 
revolvers, and shotguns of the beseigers, 
who completely surround the building. 
The little village just north of this city 
called Midvale was the scene of the. murder 
of John Rohl Friday night, fullowed Thurs- 
day by a second murder, presumably grow- 
ing out of the first one. The victims of to- 
night's tragedy were the 2-year-old son 
of Mrs, Philip Henders, shot and instantly 
killed; Mrs. John Saunders, wife of the mur- 
derer, and Mike Boshock.a boarder at the 
Saunders’ home, seriously wounded. The 
trouble was begun by Bosher intimating to 
Saunders that he was thought to have had 
something to do with killing Rohl.

When the American Institute of Archi- 
tects sueceeds in effecting the reform which it 
has in view by opening to competition the design- 
ing of every important building which the gov- 
ernment is about to erect, or by compelling the 
srenensy Department to employ the best profes- 
sional ability available, it will have ren to 
the country one of the greatest services possible,

The South and Fiat Money. 


Richmond Times (Dem.): If passage of the 
tariff bill requires this goyernment to tig itself to 
fiat money, then let the tariff bill fail, until the 
people have been educated to understand 
that . they must have sound money 
as well as no duties but those which’ 
necessary expenses require.

SALES OF STAPLES MUCH STIMULATED. 


“Bradstreet’s” Review of Trade Shows Some 

; Fneouraging Reports. 

New York, March 22.—In its review of the 
state of trade Bradstreet’s March 24 will say: 
Increased observance of Good Friday in 
business circles helps to check the volume of 
trade. Notwithstanding there being practical- 
ly one less business day this week than last 
continued springlike weather has further 
stimulated sales of staples at nearly all larger 
cities in Eastern, Middle, and in some of the 
Western States. Comparatively fewer South. 
ern distributing centers report corresponding 
gains. While Eastern woolen mills can- 
not meet orders for fancy goods, 
many woolen mills are running on 
part time, and large stocks of 
old wool, with new California and Texas clip 
available within sixty days, depress prices, 
Print cloths are selling well and Eastern cot- 
ton mills are active, although sales continue 
emaller than the output. A view of the situa- 
tion is that Boston agents of the Pittsburg 
iron and steel manufacturers are firmer in 
their views. The demand from Northwestern 
siorekeepers for thillinery, clothing, and 
hardware is kept up by continued 
spring-like weather, and small stocks, results 
being felt in improvement at Chieago and St. 
Louis. At the former several 1,000-ton or- 
ders for coke pig iron, 1895 delivery, have 
been taken, as well as Aor steel rails at $25, 
but prices are hardly ‘satisfactory. St. Louis 
reports that demand for finished iron and 
steel, while improving, ie due to cuts in quo- 
tations. 

Among more conspicuous staple products 
prices have advanced for rire, cotton, and 
Indian corn, decreased available supplies 
being primarily responsibl® Coffee and leaf 
tobacco remain strong at practically un- 
changed figures, and lower ranges of value 
have been reached by several varieties of iron 
and steel, by live cattle and live hogs 
at Western markets, by both raw and 
refined sugar, by wheat, oats, and by mess 
pork. At Memphisthere is a larger demand 
for plantation supplies, and at Nashville in 
other lines as well, resulting in a better feel- 
ing in trade circles. Similar reports are re- 
ceived trom New Orleans, where the 
unfavorable feature is the eheck 
to bulk grain exports. Dallas ad. 
vices are that trade is satisfactory in all lines 
and equal to that of a yearago. Relatively 
the smaliest gains in Western mercantile 
and industrial circles within the week are at 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, and Toledo. At 
Louisville staple mérchandise and jeans 
clothing are in good demand, while at 
Detroit merchandise is _moving more 
freely: and industries are better em- 
ployed. Considerable activity is reported 
at Kansas City, with country buyers making 
personal selectiOns. Omaba reports good 
weather, and good roads have stimuiated 
trade in all lines, notably dry goods, groceries, 
and hardware, while Minneapolis, St) Paul, 
and Duluth agree that while there is more 
activity in jobbing circles the volume of gen- 
eral trade remains materially below that of a 
year ago. 

At San Francisco there isa moderate busi- 
ness in general lines, continued speculation 
in May wheat being the feature. Exports of 
wheat, . flour incluled, from all ports, both 
coasts of the United States and Canada this 
week (one day short) amount to 2,343,000 
bushels, against 3,258,000 bushels last week, 
2,766,000 bushels in the week a year ago, 
2,965,000 bushels two years ago, and 1,820,- 
000 bushels the week in 1891. 

The continued shrinkage in the total num- 
ber of business failures each week is another 
feature of the situation, the total for the last 
week (one day short) numbering 197, against 
231 last week, 202 in the week a year ago, 
191 two years ago, and 200 in the third week 
of March, 1891. Stock speculation at Jew 
York has: been wuarrow, the market 
depending entirely on professional ac- 
tivity, the direction of which has 
been constantly changing on the 
uncertainty regarding the President’s action 
on the Biand bill. Prices, however, have 
held firm, and any increase in the short inter- 
est causes rallies. London has been inactive 
in view of the Easter holicays. Sugar stocks 
declined in a generally steady market on 
threatened opposition in the Senate to the 
protection to refined sugar. 


CRUSHED WHEN TRAIN WAS WRECKED, 


Two Men Lose Their Lives from Making a 
Jump for Safety. 

Orrawa, Ont., March 22.—[Special.]—The 
Canadian Pacific railway express from Win- 
nipeg came in two hours late today. It was 
running on time at Cartier, thirty-five miles 


‘west of Sudbury. There is a siding thefe and 


the engine and mail and express cars passed 
over safely, when a rail at the switch broke 
and the remainder of the train ran towards 
the siding. A panic ensued, and two shanty- 
men on board the first car rushed ont and 
jumped. Just as they made the leap this car 
swung round and Ig¢ft the rails and the men 
were immediately jammed by the car follow- 
ing. One had his head cut off and the other 
wus crushed.

WEST BURIED IN SNOW 


WIDESPREAD STORM BLOCKS NEARLY 
ALL THE RAILROADS, 


Denver Cut Of from the East by Heavy 


Drifts=Wires Down on Many Lines= 
South Dakota and Wyoming Feel the 
Effects of the Blizzard =-Many Small 
Fires Caused at 


Crossed Wires as a Result of the Great 
Storm, 


Denver, Colo., March 22.—([Special. |— 
Every train from the East was blockaded 
this morning. The wires between Denver 
and Julesburg are all down. So great was 
thesnowdrift that the rotary snowplow had 
little effect and the trainmen had to get out 
with shovels to make any impression on the 
snow banks. The Julesburg train which 
should bave left last night did not make the 
attempt and is still standing on the tracks at 
the Union Depot. The Denver and Rio 
Grande train from the West arrived this 
morning about an hour late and reported a 
heavy fall on the divide, but managed to get 
through without much trouble, Mountain 
lines have had no trouble, the storm affecting 
roads runring south and east from Denver. 

Omana, Neb., March 22.—{Special.}— 
Specials from the northwestern part of the 
State say that the blizzard which has been 
raging for nearly three days has broken. At 
Chadron the snow isso badly drifted that the 
streets are blockaded and no reports are re- 
ceived from the farmers. The Burlington, 
from McCook to Denver, is buried and all 
traffic has been at a standstill. The rotary 
plows have been able to make little headway, 
as the wind blew the snow back as fast as it 
was rernoved, The suffering on the Indian 
Reservation is believed to be extreme, for the 
Indians had discarded their heavy clothes, 
thinkimg the warm weather would continue. 

Kaneas Crry, Mo., March 22.—The ther- 
mometer has taken a big drop here. It fell 
from 73° at noon yesterday to 27° at 7 
o'clock this morning. The wind is moderate 
and the air is clear and cold. It is feared that 
the peaches and pluins now in bloom have 
been killed. 

Emporta, Kas., March 22.—|Special. ]|—Se- 
vere cold weather prevailed here last night 
which it is thought has damaged, if not total- 
ly destroyed, fruit. Ice nearly an inch thick 
formed. 


BIGGEST STORM IN SIX YEARS, 
South Dakota and Wyoming Feel the Rav- 
ages of the Storm. : 


Pierre, S. 
storm which has raged here for two days ex- 
ceeded the fumous blizzard of Jan, 12, 1888, 
in amount of snowfall, but owing to warmer 
conditions was not so fatal, Pierre and the 
surrounding country are completely buried 
under snow. Many families were compelled 
to remain indoors until nei@hbors came and 
dug them out. Travel by rail was suspended 
today, and nota single wagon track marks a 
road tonight either in the city or country. 
The damage will be chiefly to cattle and 
sheep. 

CHEYENNE, Wyo., March 22.—[Special.]|— 
During the last two days Wyoming has expe- 
rienced one of the most severe blizzards since 
1878. The temperature moderated this after- 
noon, and it is believed the loss of range iive 
stock will not be great except in a few locali- 
ties in the north, where the fall of snow was 
heavy. There was only six inches of snow on 
the level in the vicinity of Cheyenne, but it 
drifted badly and blocked the railroads, The 
first Eastern train arrived this evening, and 
the four Western trains came in this morning. 
The Union Pacific is now clear. 

Deapwoop, 8S. D., March 22.—The snow- 
storm ceased its fury this morning. The day 
has been warm and snow melting gradually 
away, and if a warm rain does not set in the 
danger of a flood is past. A rotary plow is 
in readiness at Chadron to open the track 
here. The loss oh cattle between Edgemont 
and Sheridan will exceed 80 per .cent. The 
storm benefited the grangers. The ground 
was in good condition to absorb the great fall 
of snow, which will be an assurance of excel- 
lent crops this season. 


DAMAGE TO ELECTRIC SYSTEMS. 


Many Small Fires Result from the Blizzard 
at Duluth, Minn. 

Duturn, Minn., March 223,.—[Special.]— 
The blizzard of yesterday blew itself out at 
noon today without any serious damage ex- 
cepting that done to the various electric sys- 
tems. None of these are yet in complete 
working order. The principal damage was 
from fires resulting from crossed wires. There 
were fifteen or twenty blazes during the 
night, but in spite of the fact that there was 
no fire alarm system only one proved serious.
